TIONS OF STATE DELEGATES—EX~‘ 
CITING QUESTIONS BEFORE THE 
STATE COMMITTEE. 

In the first preliminary skirmishes ~be- 
fore the opening of the Democratic State 
Convention the friends of Presidedt:Cleve- : 
land have showed their mastery as against 
the influences of Goy. Hill’s allies. While 
early in the day yesterday the Gov- 
ernor stood some kind of a show of 
being sent as a delegate at large from 
this State to the Democratic National 
Convention, he fell out of the list com- 
pletely as the hours passed by, and was not 
even mentioned as the time came for the 
delegates to retire to their slumbers. He 
had apparently tried to see what he could 
do, but had learned that it was not safe 
even to make a contest. 

The delegates and alternates to. the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention, as well as many 
political magnates of more or. less weight, 
began to show themselves-in the city yes- 
terday. Caucusing and conferences were 
carried on almost without cessation, and 
introductions were as humerous as mosqui- 
toes on a sultry August day in New-Jersey. 
The different local committees held formal 
sessions, arranged the mechanical and other 
formal details of preparation, and generally 
extended a welcome to the visitors. The 
Hoffman House and its environs were-cen- 
tres of political gossip and activity, and 
there it was that much of thereal work was 
done in anticipation of the meetings of*the 
State Committee.and the convention. 

It was well on in the afternoon before the 
results of thepreliminary discussions began 
toappear. As to nearly everything there was 
acomplete harmony. The delegates from out 
of town no less than those from the city were 
agreed that the convention shouid adopt 
the unit rule for the national delegates, and 
that the delegation from the State should 
be instructed to cast their ballots for. Cleve- 
land first, last, and all the time. For 
obvious reasons no one was mentioned for 
the second place on the ticket, nor was there 
even the slightest expression of opinion on 
the subject. There was also absolute una- 
nimity as to the need of a new State Com- 
mittee, and thisnew committee, it was con-. 
ceded, should be unconditionally and 
entirely friendly to Mr. Cleveland. 

Thus far everything was harmonious. 
Even the warmest friends.of Gov. Hill and 
those who are here looking after his inter- 
ests, as against anything and everything 
else, admitted the need of action of this 
kind. One whois very near to the Gov- 
ernor said that the latter’s friends were en- 
tirely agreed as to the propriety of allow- 
ing the adherents of Mr. Cleveland to run 
things to suit themselves. This was a na- 
tional matter, he remarked, and Mr. Cleve- 
land’s renomination being regarded as a 
certainty, there was no_reason why the 
President’s friends should not have things 
their own way. Only when it came to the 
State Convention in the Fall the friends of 
Gov. Hill would be disposed to insist in 
their turn that the National Administra- 
tion men should keep their hands off then. 

The attémpt to. have Gey. Hill sent to 
head the delegation at large from this State 
to St. Louis met with a further tumble yes- 
terday. His stronghold in this neighbor- 
hood was in the delegation from Kings 
County. The attitude of that delegation 
was generally understood to be not alto- 
gether due to free will, but rather to polit- 

ical necessity. When the Legislature ad- 
journed they ieft in the Governor's hands a 
number of bills affecting Kings County. 
In some of these proposed laws the Demo- 
eratic politicians across the river feel an 
interest that is personal as well as political. 
‘They are quite certain that the Governor 
would not forgive any defection on their 
part from him just now and that he would 
show his animosity by signing such bills as 
would prove inimical and withhold his sig- 
nature from such as might prove helpful. 

The firm stand taken by the local Demo- 
crats against Hill was what hurt him. As 
the delegates from out of town came within 
range they were made the subject of mis- 
sionary effort by the city men. The mem- 

“bers from the interior of the State came 
here asa rule with but a single purpose, 
namely, to insist upon having Mr. Cleve- 
land’s name presented as the only choice 
from this State, and to do everything need- 
ful that would make this purpose apparent. 
They did not seem to have any settled con- 
victions on the subject of Gov. Hill’s posi- 
tion. Many were indifferent as to whether 
he should or should not be a dele- 
gate to St. Louis. When, however, a 
discovered the determined and unite 
stand taken by the Democratic organiza- 
tions of this city against the Governor’s 
pretensions, they began to think and their 
thinking boded no good for Hill. A repre- 
sentative man put it this way in conversa- 
tion with Tuk Trmes’s reporter: “We have 
come from the interior of the State, where 
the Kepublicans get their great majorities, 
to the city, which gives in turn a great 
Democratic majority, to turn_the tide in 
our favor at election time. We find that 
the persons representing this great Demo- 
cratic preponderance are unalterably op- 
posed to Gov. Hill, and, under the circum- 
stances, we feel it our duty to work with 
them, That is all there is abeut it.” 

This sentiment was so widespread and un- 
mistakable that the Governor’s friends 
found it impossible to bring arguments to 
change it. Along toward evening, there- 
fore, it became a settled conviction that the 
Governor would not be sent asa delegate 
at large, and that his name would not be 
considered by the convention. ‘Che Govern- 
or’s friends themselves said that he would 
not make a tight to get selected. If the 
convention insisted on having him, well 
and eror But under no cireumstances 
would he provoke a contest. 

After the meeting of the State Committee 
in the evening the spirits of the Hill men 
seemed altogether crushed, ‘although there 
was nothing done by the body which war- 
ranted this, Still there was something in 
the atmosphere and surroundings which did 
not prove congenial. John O’Brien, 
Judge Muller, and Messrs. Bacon, Shee- 
han, Sutley, and others of the Governor’s 
well-known partisans, left their dens 
in the hotel and seemed to stop their work 
of canvassing for particular votes. All 
conceded that Mr. Hill would not be one of 
the delegates at large and that no effort 
would be made at the convention to-day to 
put him forward. Mr. Sheehan, late of 
Butfalo and now the Secretary of Gov. 
Hill’s Aqueduct Commission in this city, 
said incidentally that he had_ heard 
that Mr. Hili had sent a dispatch 
to this city during the day declining 
to al'ow his name to be used in connection 
with the position of delegate at large. He 
had not, however, seen the dispate him- 
self, nor did he know to whom it was ad- 
dressed. ‘The matter came to him simply as 
arumor. The other Mr. Sheehan, whostays 
in Buffalo when not in the Governor's serv- 
ice, said he had not heard of any dispatch 
of the kind and did not believe there was 
any. Gov. Hill, he said, was never a candi- 
daie for the position and his duties were 
gach that he could not serve if elected. 

Of the names published in Tne ‘Times yes- 
terday as likely to be the choice for dele- 
gates at large three remained in favor. 

"hese are Messrs. Roswell P. Flower, Kd- 
ward Cooper, and George Raines. The 

ourth man, Hngh McLanghlin of Brook- 
yn, met with'a reverse. ‘The attitude of 
the delegation had something, perhaps, to 
do with this mishap, but_other considera- 
tions were also involved. In Messrs. Flower 
and Cooper, it was regarded, this end of the 
State received its fullrepresentation.

Then it was that Mr. Croker of Tammany 
Hall suavely suggested for Chairman the 
name of Mr. Frederic R. Coudert, a Coun- 
ty Democrat. This name was well received 
and nearly every one voted in his favor. 
Few of those who veted thought at the time 
this designation might be used 
as a lever to oust the County Democracy 
from their claim to have Mr. Edward 
Cooper represent them in the delegation 
at large. After the session of the commit- 
tee, however, the idea was broached and it 
made a little headway. A ticket was even 
talked of to consist of Messrs. Flower, 
Raines, Smith M. Weed, and Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin for delegates at large. The

Mr. Herrick was that it was proposed to 
offer him the position of Chairman 
ef the State Committee. The best informed 
ani most influential politicians, however, 
did not believe that the County Democracy 
could be euchred in this way, although:

The name of Mr, Wilson S. Bissell, the old 
friend and partner of the President, was by 
some thought a good one for delegate at.

The convention to-day will be called to 
order at noon by Edward Murphy, Jr., the 
Chairman of the State Committee, who will 
introduce Mr.. Coudert as the temporary 
Chairman. He will also. 1m ail probability, 
be the permanent Chairman as well. After 
Mr. Coudert has made an _ address 
the formal work of appointing committees 
will proceed. The Committee on Contests 
will look after three disputes. One, that in 
the Westchester -district, has already been 
noted. Then McKane’s trouble in Kings 
County, which is referred to below, will

The roll having been called, the Chair- 
man announced that the first business in 
order would be the selection of a gentleman 
to act as temporary presiding officer of the 
State Convention. A long pause ensued. 
The committeemen seemed to expect one of 
Kings County’s representatives to make a 
nomination, it having been pretty weil 
understood that Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn 
was to be made temporary Chairman. No 
one from Kings made a move, however, and 
seeing that nobody had any suggestion to 
offer, Thomas Spratt of Gotanaberr 
moved that Alfred C. Chapin of Kings be 
chosen by the committee. The motion was 
duly seconded and was put before the com- 
mittee. « 

District Attorney Ridgway of Brooklyn 
jumped to his feet, however, before the mo- 
tion could be acted upon. 6 was a trifle 
excited, but he quieted himself and in- 

uired, in a somewhat sarcastic tone, for 
the name of the gentleman who had pro- 
posed Mr. Chapin’s name, 

Chairman Murphy answered his question, 
and then Mr. Ridgway launched forth. 
“Mr. Chapin,” he said, ‘is a resident of 
Kings County, andI fail to see what the 
gentleman from Ogdensburg has to do with 
submitting his name to the committee. 
There has been no conference on this sub- 
ject. The name of Mr. Chapin is not pre- 
sented with the consent of the Kings County 
delegation, and I fail to see what right any 
rentieman from any other part of the State 

as to do with the matter. Ithinkit would 
be well to select some person other than 
Mr. Chapin. If we select him it may be 
found that he will not accept, and then we 
would have to meet again and select a new 
Chairman for the convention.” 

John Y. McKane of Kings said that Mr. 
Ridgway did not represent the wish of all 
the Kings County State Committeemen. He 
thought that Mayor Chapin should be se- 
lected. He therefore seconded the nomina- 
tion on the part of the district which he 
represented in the committee. 

Then Mr. Spratt explained his position. 
He admitted that he had not consulted the 
Kings County delegation on the subject. 
He knew the innate modesty of the Kings 
County delegates, and he thought it weil 
that somebody who knew the claims of 
Kings County on the Democratic. Party 
should present the name of Mr. Chapin. 
The gentleman had gone before the people 
ot Brooklyn atthe last election, and was 
elected as Mayor of that city by a large 
majority. He was led to suppose that Kings 
County would be cnly too glad to hea 
honors on Mr. Chapin. He had made a goo 
record as Speaker of the Assembly, as Con- 
troller of the State, and as Mayor of Brook- 
lyn. He was fit to honor any position in the 
State or in the Nation, and he did not so 
ine for a moment that there could or would 
be any objection to his election as_tem- 
porary Chairman of the convention. It was 
mainly in the interest of the young men fof 
the party that he had submitted the name 
of Mr. Chapin. 

Mr. Kidgway again took the floor. He 
said that he wanted to be understood as in- 
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-dorsing all that Mr. Spratt had said xe-. 


be satisfied with - 
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garding the high character of Mr. Chapin. 
As Speaker of the Assembly, as Controller 
of the State, and as Mayor of Brooklyn Mr. 
Chapin had made a record that would en- 
dure forever. The fact-ot the whole matter, 


however, was this: Kings County was a-|: 


recognized factor in the politics of the 

State and Nation. Its delegates wished to: 
submit to the State Convention a candidate 

for a position on the ere: Anan at large to. 
the National Democratic Convention. That 

was what Kings County wanted. It did 

not want to elect a temporary Chairman 

from Kings. It wanted one of. the four del- 

egates at large. But if Mr. Spratt’s motion 

prevailed and Mayor Chapin were selected 

as temporary Chairman it would besaid in 

the convention that Kings County had al-: 
ready been sufiiciently recogni in the: 
selection of Mr. Chapin and should net have 

further honors heaped upon her by accord- 

ing to her a representative on the delega- 

tion at large. Neither this committee nor 

the convention could, in his opinion, afford 

to say that Kings County, which gave Sam- 

uel J. Tilden a majority of 19,000 votesand 

Grover Cleveland a majority of 16,000 

votes, should not have at least-one of the 

four delegates at large. 

Ex-Mayor Cooper seemed to be in doub 
as to just what Mr. Ridgway wanted donet 
so he inguired if the Kings County delega- 
tion desired that the matter should go over 
until the morning. 

Mr. Ridgway promptly replied that he 
wanted no postponement, but would like 
Mr. Spratt to withdraw Mr. Chapin’s name. 

Mr. Spratt said that the Kings County 
delegation had never yet made a request of 


. him that he was not ready to grant. As to 


Kings County desiring one of the delegates 


‘at large, he had no doubt but that its claims 


to that honor would be duly acknowledged 
by all the delegates to the Convention. As 
for himself he would feel honored in voting 
for Kings County’s choice in this matter. 

Mr. Cooper said that whoever was select- 
ed would undoubtediy accept. However, 
he would like to have the matter settled as 
regards Mr. Chapin. 

ir. Spratt withdrew the name of Mr. 
Chapin. 

Mr. McKane renewed the motion. He 
called attention to the fact that he was a 
delegate from Kings County and he desired 
to.see Mr. Chapin chosen, 

D. Cady Herrick of Albany said that he 
was greatly surprised that Kings County 
was not a unit on the selection of Mr. 
Chapin. 

Mr. Ridgway replied that the Kings 
County delegation had not been consulted 
in the matter and therefore resented the 
movement from other parts of the State to 
interfere with Kings County’s plans. 


George W. Weiant of Haverstraw said 
that if Kings County desired to have one of 
its foremost men elected a delegate at large 
he had no doubt but that her choice would 
be the choice of the convention. Mr. Chapin 
had been a faithful officer and was a_ster- 
ling Democrat. He was full of sound wis- 


‘dom and good Democratic doctrine, and no 


doubt his selection as temporary Chairman 
would meet with universal approval. 

_ Mr. Herrick said that he did not believe 
in forcing honors upon anybody. If Kings 
County did not want the temporary Chair- 
manship they need not have it. That was 
all there was to that. He had supposed 
that it was generally understood that Mr. 
Chapin would be selected. He had come 
to this city prepared to vote for Mr. 
Chapin’s selection, believing that Kings 
County would properly appreciate the honor 
thus conferred. The State Committee could 
not properly embroil itself in the disputes 
in Kings County, and thus would be com- 
pelled to accede to Mr. Ridgway’s request 
and not select Mr. Chapin as temporary 
Chairman. Asfar as the desire of Kings 
County to have one of the four delegates at 
large to the St. Louis Convention, that 
was a matter that wasin the province of 
the State Convention and notin the hands 
of the State Committee. 

Richard Croker nominated Frederic R. 
Coudert as temporary Chairman, This 
motion was made as an amendment to Mr. 
McKane’s renewal of Mr. Spratt’s motion 
that Mr. Chapin be selected. The roll was 
called and the name of Mr. Coudert was 
substituted for that of Mr. Chapin, the vote 
standing 29 to5in favor of the substitu- 
tion, State Committeemen McKane, Weiant, 
O’Brien, Preston, and McMahon voting 
against the substitution. Then Mr. Coudert 
was unanimously elected temporary Chair- 
man. 

by sca Secretaries for the convention 
were then selected. They are Charles R. 
De Freest, Thomas F, Gilroy, and William 
J. Delaney. Mr. De Freest next read the 
preliminary list of delegates to the conven- 
tion. Everything went along smoothly, 
excepting now and then the changing of 
the spelling of a name so as to make it 
correspond with the owner’s prejudice or 
custom, until Kings County was reached. 
After the representation from the city of 
Brooklyn had been duly announced and 
the Secretary got to Gravesend and New- 
Utrecht, there came an interruption. John 

McKane was the interrupter. He was 
inclined to be a little detiantin consequence 
of his recent treatment by the Kings 
County Convention. He held a series of 
rolls of paper in his hand which he offered 
the Chairman and which he wished to have 
read aloud. Before doing so, however, he 
inquired how it was that the district he 
represented had been left out. 

istrict Attorney Ridgway objected to the 
introduction of the subject. 

Mr. McKane said the matter was one 
which might be of much interest to the 
Democrats of the State and country. He 
wished to place himself right on the record 
before the Democrats of the State. They 
would fight the county battle among them- 
selves in Kings. He was backed in this 
struggle, he continued, by 2,500 or 3,000 
voters in Kings County, and it wasa proper 
subject forthe State Committee to take 
action on. He asked for the reading of the 
papers which he had submitted. 

Mr. Ridgway suggested that this course 
was a highly improper one. If Mr. McKane 
wished he might offer a motion to amend 
the record, but he had not done this. : 

The Chairman ruled that McKane’s docu- 
ments might beread as there had been no 
objection interposed. 

icKane hinted that it would be well for 
the State Committee to consider the matter. 
They might throw him out, but the votes 
next Fall would be counted by the canvass- 
ers just the same. : 

A little desultory discussion between 
Messrs. Ridgway and McKane followed. It 
showed that the anti-McKane delegates 
would have come in any way. -Just then, 
however, McKane began to get restive and 
insisted upon the reading of his documents. 

Mr. Croker wanted the whole subject 
referred to the Committee on Contested 
Seats, when appointed, but McKane in- 
sisted he would have no show before them, 
as he had no friends among the delegation 
from Kings. c 

Mr. Spratt said that the committee would 
consider protests made by any citizen. Mr. 
Croker withdrew his motion and the Secre- 
tary read McKane’s communication. It 
simply recited, from his standpoint, what 
happened in the Kings County Convention. 
No one paid the slightest attention to the 
document. although it was in the form of 
an aflidavit. The committeemen talked 
among themselves, the Chairman arranged 
to have a friena at breakfast to-day, and 
McKanesmiled in conscious triumph. hen 
the reading was over the Coney Island 
satrap remarked that all would see that the 
towns of Gravesend and New- Utrecht would 
not be represented in the convention. This 
was ‘‘a high-handed outrage and something 
ought to be done.” The towns were good, 
he a for a thousand Democratic ma- 
jority. 

Mr. Ridgway remarked that this might 
be true, but that under McKane’s guidance 
these towns last Fall gave the Republicans 
the majority they should have given the 
Democrats. 

McKane—Yes, but we_ were tried for 
that and punished for that. Afterwards 
we were re-enrolled. Why should we be 
thrown out of the fold the second time. 
{Chuckles by the Committee. | 

Mr. Croker moved the adoption of the 
roll as read, and this was done, McKane 
still protesting a the delegation from 
Kings. He asked finally whether he 
could present his case to the Committee on 
Contests, and was answered in the aftirma- 
tive. He will have cold comfort in this, 
however. That Committee will likely be 
provided with box-toed boots of the most 
ouproves pattern to fit just such cases.

A THRRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


.2THREE PERSONS INSTANTLY KILLED, 


THREE FATALLY INJURED, AND 
MANY OTHERS’ SERIOMSLY HURT. 


DENVER, Col., May 14.—A collision be-* 


tween four cars and.a cabvose of 4 freight train, 
and a passenger train on the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Road at Fountain, 12 miles south- 
east of Colorado Springs, caused a teriflie explo- 
sion ofa can of giant powder at 3:20.0’clock 
this morning. The explosion killed three 


| persons instantly, mortally injured three more, 


and almost destroyed the entire town. It tore 
ahole-ten feet deep and thirty by sixty feet in 
area in the earth, threw iron rails three hundred 
yards, scattered debris for a half mile, and de- 
molished or damaged every structure in tho 
place. The report was heard for 20 miles and 
awakened nearly every porson*in Colorado 
Springs. Its fearful effect can only be 
imagined and not described with any 
approach ,to the true horror of the situation, 
which was heightened by the burning of a car

A fast freight train from the South on the 
Santa bé Road arrived at Colorado springs at 
2:30 o’clock in the morning. In this traim were 
three cars of live stock, a car naphtha, a car of 

lant powder, a car of rails for the Midland 

oad, a car of merchandise. andacaboose. The 
stock cars were cut olf from the rest of tie 
train, which was left atanding on the main track. 
The conductor, W. C. Chuvbuck, instructed his 
brakemen to securely set the brakes on the 
standing cars and this was done. Ten minutes 
afterward a tramp asked the brakeman what 
had become of the cara. The latter ran to the 
place where they had been leftstanding and was 
horrified to tind them gone. The cars when 
loosened started at once at a high rate of 
epesd down the steep grade toward Foupn- 
ain, As they ran their momentum in- 
creased until Sthe speed was frightful. 
The Kansas City passenger express train 
bound north had just reached the station at 
Fountain and stopped as the wildeat cars 
crashed into the engine. The ehock was ter- 
riic and burst open the napatha car tank. The 
inflaimmaable fluid ran out under the station 
platform. ‘The engine and the cars immediately 
caughs fire. The whole population of 
the town was aroused by the shock 
and brought out more hastily by tbe 
lierce fames which shot up about the wreck. 
Next to the naptha car was the one witb rails, 
andnext to it the car with 17,000 pounds of 
giant powder. The nuaptha immediately envel- 
vped tue whole etation, the shattered locomotive 
and the wrecked freight cars, as weil as the bag- 
gage and express cars of the passenger train. 

Un the train there were 30 passengers and at 
the collision all were shaken up greatly and 
rushed for the doors. The people of the town 
flocked to the scene and sought by the appli- 
ances available to extinguish the tames. The 
passenger coaches which, with the exception of 
the baggage car had been uuinjured, were 
detached from the engine and pushed down the 
track for & cousiderable distance. Suddenly the 
agent at the siation, J. GC. Denny, shouted that 
there was giant powder in one et the cars on 
They 
plunged one over the other and seattered in 
every direction. Then the terrible explosion 
came. People were knocked senseless to the 
ground, The burning station collapsed as if 
swept by acycione. The air was filled with 
iron rails, pieces of broken car wheels, 
and débris. The Baptist Church which stood 
hear the Station was totally demolished. The 
grocery store of H. W. Hutchias waa wrecked 
and every building was shattered. Mrs. W. P. 
Wildiug, who is dead, was struck by a piece of 
flying iron as she was standing 500 iteet away. 

When the explosion occurred C. F. Smith was 
on the roof of the station endeavoring to stup 
the tire. Ho went down with the buildings. H. 
W. Hutchings was on the tender of the wrecked 
engine, and HH. P. Bosworth waa passing him 
water, both were buried under the 
débris, aud as the wild cara neared the 
locomotive the ougineer and fireman were near 
They ran for their jlives and escaped, and White- 
man, Who was in the caboose of the cars wuen 
they were cut loose, was last seen on the top en- 
deavoring to turn the brake. 

The damage can be but reughly estimated at 
$100,000, of which the company will loose half. 
It is currently believed that tramps who had 
been put off the freight train at Colorade Springs 
released the brakes of the disconnecied cars.

It was to be 
ealled the Lawrence Smith medal and to be 
awarded to aay person who should make an 
original investigation of meteoric bodies, the re- 
sults of which were made public and were in 
the opinion of the academy of sutticient benefit 
te science to merit such recognition.

THE BUFFALO CONVENTION 


‘BUT: FEW OF THE DELEGATES 
YET ARRIVED. 
<THE SLATE WHICH THE BEPUBLICANS 
ARE EXPECTED*:TO RATIFY—SHED 
SHOOK: SHOUTING FOR BLAINE, 

Burrato, N. Y., May 14,—The New-York- 
-ers are the first te occupy the ground. That 
eminent Methodist layman John Wesley 
Jacobus arrived this morning, accompanied 
“by Dwight Lawrence and Assemblyman 
Jack Adams of Newburg. Shed Shook 
came into town this afternoon with Police 
Justice Solon B. Smith, Alderman Henry C. 
Perley, and Coroner Nugent. On their 
journey they picked up State Committee- 
men John N. Knapp of Auburn and Oharles 
W. Hackett of Utica and Smith O’Brien of 
Albany. An*Ohio gentleman, formerly 
President of the United States, was regis- 
tered at.one of the city hotels, but none of 
thoseRepublicans called to pay theirrespects 
tohim. Rutherford B. Hayes of Fremont 
will not remain at the convention, business 
requiring his presence in New-York City to- 
morrow night. 

Save these few gentlemen there are no 
out-of-town visitors here who have any 
interest in Wednesday’s proceedings in the 
Music Hall, and these few are bearing up 
nobly under the attentions showered upon 
them by the hospitable Buffalonians. 
George Urban and Jules O’Brien drove a 

party around the 800 acres of park 
owned by the city, and Manager Roesser 
and Col. Box gave them a banquet at the 
new Niagara Hotel in the evening. 

The local committee has made arrange- 
ments on a liberal scale for the entertain- 
ment-of delegates. An incidentin its pro- 
gramme is a carriage drive for the 700 dele- 
gates, 200 carriages having been engaged 
for that purpose. The procession will be 
the longest ever witnessed in connection 
with any christening, wedding, or funeral 
in Buffalo, A reception will be tendered 
the Republican State Committee at the City 
Club. Inasmuch as the work of thecon- 
vention is to be confined to the ratification 
of four delegates at large, who have already 
been selected, the delegates will, it is be-. 
. lieved, survive the trying ordeal of the next 
48 hours. ; : ) ; 

Music Hall, in which the convention will 
be held, is on Main-street, about a mile and 
a quarter from the New-York Central sta- 
‘tion. It will seat about 2,500 persons. The 
Buffalonians will be contined in the gal- 
lery, which extends around its three sides. 
The delegates and alternates will be as- 
signed to chairs on the floor. There is 
plenty of roomin the building, and crowd- 
ing will be unnecessary. Editor O. G. War- 
‘ren is in charge of the hall arrange- 
ments, and these, among other things, 
will include a home-made German 
band, to be placed back among 
the flies on the stage. The stage proper 
will be reserved for such distinguished gen- 
tlemen as Thomas C. Platt, Most High Priest 
of the Grand Old Party; Senator Frank 
Hiscock, and his languid manners; Warner 
Miller, and Chauncey M. Depew, who has 
been mentioned in connection with a Presi- 
dential nomination. All four of these gen- 
tlemen are expected to attend the conven- 
tion; indeed, the convention will be greatly 
disappointed if they do not come; so will 
Boniface Harris, who keeps the Genesee, 
for he--has- reserved for them parlors, 
each provided with a bath. There is a 
great scarcity of parlors with baths, as 
John Wesley Jacobus and Dwight Lawrence 
discovered upon inervietwing the hotel 
clerk this morning. Incidentally, it may 
be remarked, for the benefit of those who 
attend future conventions here, that a 
telegraphic order for apartments, with or 
without baths, is of little value, even if itis 
2 months,old. The first to arrive to-day 
are quartered near the roof of the Genesee. 
The. last to arrive to-morrow night wiil 
doubtless find themselves down near Messrs. 
Miller, Hiscock, Depew, and PMktt, on the 
first floor, | This is the only queer thing 
about Butfalo—these assignments by the 
hotel clerks. : : 

The Hon. Shed Shook is in one of his 
most genial humors this evening. He is for 
Blaine for President, and this town actually 
contains him. He is a true type of the 
“Blaine or bust” Republicans. For once 
he has encountered his match—several of 
them in fact—for the Butfalo Republicans 
are shouting for Chauncey Mitchell Depew 
for President. Indeed, they are sanguine 
enough to declare that everybody west 
of Cayuga Bridge is for him, and when 

the western end of the State is for 
Chauncey, or anybody _ else, that, 
settles it in their judgment. Solon B. Smith 
says the New-York City delegates are mostiy 
for Blaine. Boss Piatt is for Blaine. So are 
all his boys. Warner Miller was a Blaine 
mau four years ago, but Bre’r Miller he lay 
low this year.

Levi P. Mor- 
ton is tired of representing the Battery 
district, and John Wesley Jacobus 
is willing to succeed him. Solon 
B. Smith expects to be elected. in 
the place of Cornelius N. Bliss. Mr. George 
Campbell will probably succeed Eugene 
Burlingame in the Albany district, and 
Charles W. Hackett may give way to 
Charles A. Chickering of the Lewis-Oneida 
district. John N. Knapp is anxious to be 
Chairman of the uext committee, and if 
Boss Platt controls it, he doubtless will be, 
for he is one of the Boss’s best lientenants.

THE FIGHT TAYLOR. 


AGAINST 
THE DEADLOCK IN THE TENNESSEE 


CONVENTION UNBROKEN. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 14.—The dead- 
lock in the Democratic State Convention, which 
tor four days past has been endeavoring to nom- 
inate candidates for Governor, continues to-day, 
When the body was first called to order there 
were over 1,300 delegates in attendance, and it 
was thought the business could be disposed of 
within 24 hours. The convention was in session 


to-day, and it was agreed that unless some un- 
expected movement was made by one side or 
the other, there was a etrong probability 
that the representatives fremthe 98 counties 
insthe State would be the guests of the city for 
some time. The tight was fer Tayler against 
the field and for the field against Taylor. The 
antagonism between the opposing ferces was 
apparently stronger than ever, and a compro- 
Inise was believed to be out of the question. 

While at least 300 delegates, wearied of what 
seemed to them to bea hopeless struggle, had 
gone to their respective homes, their proxies 
were committed to the care of friends and were 
voted straight along. Itjs true that the votes 
of a number of counties have been clal- 
lenged and the progress of the balloting has 
been greatly delayed thereby, but there 
has Deen no serious trouble, although 
bitter personalities have been indulged in, and 
soveral encounters were prevented with dilfi- 
eulty. The delegates who spent the Sabbath 
among their constituents discussed the situation 
and ascertained the sentiment of the public, 
which favored an early conclusion of the con- 
test. Those who remained in the city received 
telegrams by the svore from leading members 
of the party in their counties, and spent the 
morning hours in exhibiting them to their fel- 
low-delegates, with the hope ot winning them 
for their respective favorites. 
eSThe Taylor men held a meeting in the Senate 
Chamber and were addressed by half a dozen 
speakers, who urged those present to stand to 
their eolors, as the victory was nearly won, and 
fidelity to their pledges meant final success. 
The anti-Yaylor forces also had a cenference 
and resolved to support amy good man whose 
name might be presented, but reiterated 
their determination nut to give their votes to 
Tavior. It was reported to the meeting that 
5833 vetes against Taylor could be depended 
upon, and that by sticking together they would 
prevent the nomination of the present !xecu- 
tive. It was announced by the leaders of the 
two meecings that they were prepared to spend 
the sultry. Summer: months in Nashville. and 
with this ‘ides -#rm1v Impressed in their minds 
they went ixtothe hallof th) House of Repre- 
sentatives, vana impaienily awaited the calling 
ot the roll on the thirty-first ballot. 

The floor: and galleries were packed, and it 
was observed that the attendance of visitors 
was larger than on any day previous. After 
various challenges had been made the vote was 
announced as follows: Tayler, 72745; Trous- 
dale, 489%; MeConnell, 113. It was con- 
fidently claimed by the Taylor men 
before the balloting was resumed that 
the Governor would be nominated on 
the second or third ballot, but this talk was 
evidently for effect, as during the afternoon 
four bailots were taken and the last, which 
gave Taylor 746 and Trousdale 442, showed 
that Taylor lacked 140 votes of the number 
necessary to secure a nomination. During the 
afternoon balloting ‘Taylor’s strength was 
greatest on the thirty-fourth ballot, when he 
obtained 752. Trousdale secured his highest 
number on the thirty-first ballot, reeeiving 489%. 
There was ne little confusion while these Ballots 
were being taken, caused by the entering of pro- 
tests on the part of delegates against certain 
votes. While several gentlemen were attempt- 
ing to address the Chairman paper wads were 
hurled at them from every direction, and the 
sound of a tin horn and cries of “ Chestnut’ aid- 
ed in the disturbance. 

Afier the thirty-tifth ballot the convention 
adjourned till 8 o’clock. The fact that Taylor 
had received a majority of all the votes east and 
that McConnell had no ehance for the nomina- 
tion caused a reaction throughout the State in 
favor of Taylor, and this afternoon dispatches 
advising the opposition to break the dead-lock 
came in from various places, There were 
also telegrams telling the Taylor and 
anti-Taylor people to relinquish all 
idea of surrender. It was evidently the pro- 
gramme of the anti-Taylor men to-day to invite 
the Taylor faction to drop Taylor and come over 
to them, buat the friends of the Gov- 
ernor saw no reason for dropping their 
candidate, and declined to do s0. Not 
only has the Taylor ferce outnumbered the 
opposition and met it firmly at every 
point of attack, but the ‘Taylor managers, have 
out-generaled the anti-leaders and protited by 
the mistakes of theopposition. Both sides have 
blundered, but the opposition has blundered in 
the plan of campaign and at the critical junct- 
ures of the contest, the ‘Taylor men have gained 
re advantage by the consequent confusion and 
elay. 


THE TWO LABOR PARTIES.

“HOW VOORHERBS AND INGALLS TREATED. 


CONGRESSMAN LUTTRELL’S MEASURE. 
From the San: Franciseo Alia, May 7. 

There is a bit of history connected with 
Senators Voortiees and Ingalls which was not 
broughrdut in the recent heated debate between 
them. As the whole controversy impinged upon 
_their respective attitudes as to soldiers and 
pensions, this history is of present interest. 


There were in the country sixty-six Union pri- 
vate soldiers who in battle had lost both legs, or 
both arms, or both eyes. They were helpless, 
They needed constant assistance in’ the needs of 
daily life. Their pension was only $22 a month, 
we believe, an amount insufficient to pay the 
help they required, and of course leaving them 
nothing fora living. If any cases appealed to the 
sympathies of Congress and the country, surely 
theirs did, for their condition was utterly for- 
lorn and helpless. Mr. Luttrell, in Congress 
from: this State, introduced a bill to increase 
their pensions to $100 a month. He and Mr. 
Wigginton pushed it to victory in the House, 
which was Democratic. In tlie pevate it en- 
countered the opposition of Senator Ingalls, 
who on committees and in various ways suc- 
ceeded in obstructing its consideration and 
passage. Around the Capitol were its arm- 
less, legless, and eyeless beneficiaries, adding 
their influence to that oftheir friends for the 
bill. At last Mr. Luttrell explained the situa- 
tion to Senator Voorhees, who promptly and 
willingly promised his active influence for the 
measure, and thereafter took itup and urged 
it persistently and successfuily, though the 
Senate reduced the amount of the pension to 
$72 a month, in which shape 1t became a law, 
We are not informed as tg Senator Ingelle’s pub- 
lic action on roll call in the Senate, but itis a 
fact, attesteua to us by good testimony, that 
before the roll call the measure had his constant 
and strenuous opposition. In these piping pen- 
sion days it is well to remember these facts. If 
is easy to go back to the high and hurrah days 
of the war and in that ferment of excited 
feeling find expressions and acts to impeach 
a public man upon the ideas of loyalty 
entertained by some one else. Bur 
it is.of at least equal interest to know how men 
stood since and how they stand now upon issues 
that affect the perpetuity ofthat Union for 
which men sacrificed limbs and vision. Tho past 
is beyond recall, There is not a citizen living 
whoecan recall or change the resuitsof that 
mighty struggle, and the yerdict of the country 
is the finding of mankind, that the result of a re- 
stored Union must not be putin future peril by 
the demagogy of politicians or the passions of 
impracticable men. The Union cost much to 
maintain, but itis worth far greater cost to ae 
serve it, and one means to that end was this 
measure in behalf of men who were stricken to 
utter helplessness in its defense.

ABDUCTED BY HI9 SISTER 


A VENERABLE MILLIONAIRL’S 
; STRANGH EXPERIENCE. 


TORN FROM‘HIS HOME BY FORCE AND} 


HIDDEN IN ONE OF THE CITY HOS- 
PITALS. ; 


A romantic marriage—the union of a man 
of nearly 70 years of age with a girl searceiy 
out of her teens—consequent family dissen- 
sions and, finally, the abduction of the venera- 
ble husband by his almost equally venerable 
sister comprise the features ofa remarkable 
story that was made public yesterday. 

John Boyles Murray, the wealthy ex-banker, 
who was once a prominent figure: in ‘Wail- 
street, ana from whose family aristocratic Mur- 
ray Hillis said to have derived its name, was 
forcibly taken from his residence, 13 Washing- 
ton-place, on Saturday, by Agnes Murray, 
his sister, who had opposed her brother’s 
marriage to young Missa Felicia Marianna 
Leiss. This marriage, of which the family 
dissension and the adduction were the sequel, 
ocenrred on Dee. 2, 1886, and came about in 
this way: Prof. Frederick Leiss, a graduate 
of Heidelberg University, a German republican 
in the revolution of 1848 in the German Em- 
pire, and later an inventor of various me- 
chanical novelties, noticed an advertisement 
of rooms to let at 13 Washington-place. 
They suited him and he engaged them, 
bringing his wife and daughter there to 
live. The daughter was then scarcely 20 years 
old: This was in September, 1886, and at that 
time John Boyles Murray was living in the 


upper part of the house alone and unattended, 
even by servants. His habits were those of a 
recluse until the advent of the Leiss 
pases. Old Mr. Murray became at once 
greatly attached to Miss Leiss, and after'a fow 
weeks’ acquaintance proposed marriage. The 
young lady, it ig said, respected and admired 
the venerable gentleman and aceepted him. At 
first her father vebementiy opposed the match, 
saying he would not thus permit his daughter to 
sacrifice herself, but becoming convinced that 
she was sincerely attached to her fiancée, gave a 
reluctant censent. In a little ovag two months 
from the time of the meeting the couple were 
wedded, the ceremony being performed by the 
Rev. C. E. Swope, D. D., of Trinity Cha pol. 

Mr. Murray’s relatives had seemeu to be 
pleased with his selection of a wife, excepting 
his sister Agnes, five years his junior, who lives 
at Greenfield Hill, Conn., where she is generally 
know as “ Lady Agnes” because of her lofty 
manner. The sister opposed the wedding, 
claiming that it was highly improper for a man 
of 68 to marry fa girl of 19, but her brother 
paid no attention to her remohstran- 
ces She was in the heuse when 
the wedding ocourred, but remained outside of 
the room when the ceremony was performed. 
Since then she has repeatedly endeavored, it is 
said, to separate the pair. Some months ago 
Mr. Murray’s health began to fail. Cataracts 
formed on beth his eyes, his sight became te- 
tally impaired, and he partially lost the use of 
his lower limbs. The best medical skill 
in the country was secured, but for sey- 
eral months the old gentleman has been 
almost helpless, being attended constantly by 
his wife. His sister, Agnes, went to the house 
about four weeks ago, it is charged, found fault 
with hor brother's treatment, and-endeavored to 
have remedies of her own applied. Failing in 
this, she tried unsuccessfully to have her broth- 
er removed to the hospital. On Saturday, 
in company with a young lady named 
Alice Stephenson, whose mother keeps a 
boarding house at 241 West Fourteenth-street, 
Agnes drove up to 13 Washbington-place in a 
cab. Admittance to her brother’s room was re- 
fused by the servants by order of Mrs. Murray, 
who was out shopping with her mother, and 
Miss Agnes then went in great anger to the Mer- 
cer-street police station where she represented 
to Sergt. Douglass that her brother was sick, 
and improperly cared for. 

She stated that she proposed to remove him to 
@ hospital, and asked that an _  oilicer 
officer be sent with her to prevent her 
from being assaulted when she should take him 
out. Officer Kiernan was sent with her with in- 
structions to interfere In no way,but to prevent 
violence. Justafter the sister returned to the 
house with the officer Mrs. Murray returned home. 
When the door of Mrs. Murray’s room was open- 
ed Miss Murray and Miss Stephenson rushed in, 
draggea Mr. Murray from his couch, and, at- 
tired as he was, in only night dress and trousers, 
forced him down the stairs to the lower hall, 
where John Kelly, Spann, and a cabman were 
waiting. Here Miss Murray and Miss Stephenson 
began pulling the old man toward the door, 
while Mra. Murray and two servant 
girls pulled in the opposite direction. The 
old man, blind and sick, began to 
weep, not at all understanding the situation, 
and the scene ended when Kelly aud the cab- 
man seized Mr. Murray and carried bim to the 
carriage, into whieh Miss Murray and Miss 
Stephenson stepped, and which was then driven 
rapidly away. 

The above is the story as related last night 
by Mrs. Murray, the young wife, who sat 
in the parlor of her home’ her _ eyes 
red and swollen with weeping, and ex- 
hausted with anxiety and suspense. She 
attributes all of the trouble to her sister-in- 
law’s disposition. Yesterday Mrs. Murray em- 
ployed ex-Judge George W. Parker to bring an 
action for the recovery of herhusband. The 
first step was taken when Mrs. Murrayswore out 
at the Jefferson Market Police Court a warrant 
for Miss Murray’s arrest on the charge of abduc- 
tion. The summons was issued, but is withheld 
pending a civil action to be brought to-day. 

Mrs. Murray claims that her husband has had 
the best of care. He has been attended by Drs. 
Cornelius R. Agnew, Fordyce Barker and W. F. 
Fowler. She says that “Lady Agnes” has an- 
noyed them since the day of the marriage in 
every conceivabie manner, and to so great an 
extent that her brother himself requested that 
she be denied admission to his apartments. The 
only object of the persecution, Mrs. Murray 
says, is the sister’s personal dislike for her. 

Bronson Murray, the aged husband’s brother, 
stated last night that his family had looked with 
favor upon Miss Leiss, whom they regarded as 
an estimable young lady. His sister Agnes had 
acted independently and contrary to the wishes 
of the rest of the family. 

The whereabouts of old Mr, Murray could not 
not be ascertained last night. The property of 
the family is an undivided estate belonging to 
seven heirs, and i8 variously estimated to be 
worth from $3,000,000 to $12,000,000.

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RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


: ANOTHER BIG REDUCTION. 
A CUT MADE IN THE VARIOUS CLASSES 
OF FREIGHT RATES. 

The Trunk Line Association’s Execntive 
Committee has been obliged to make another 
big reduction in freight rates. Following so 
s00n after the drop in the rates for the trans- 
portation of live stock, it is found to create 
much talkand comment. The latest cut has 
been made on railroad and lake rates from New- 
York to Western points. Heretofore these 


rates for the six different classes of freight 
have been as follows: To Chicago and 
Milwaukee, 54, 47, 37, 27, 23, 20 cents; 
to Toleao, Port Huron, Cleveland, and Detroit, 
49, 42, 33, 23, 20, and 27 cents per 100 pounds, 
The new rates to all these points make no dis- 
tinction between freicht shipped to Chicago and 
Milwaukes and the e'licr points and are as fol- 
lows: 44, 39, 31, 24, 19, and 16 cents per 100 
pounds. This, it will be noticed, isa drop of 10 
cents on freight ef the tirst class and a consider- 
able drop on:all classes of freight. 

The fact that the Vermont Central, which con- 
nects with the Grand Trunk as well as other 
Canadian roads, has reduced its rates to the 
West is given out as one of the reasons why the 
cut has been made necessary, and competition 
in lake traffic is also assigned as one of the 
causes. The all-rail freight rates have thus far 
been left undisturbed, 

Vessels on the lakes last year had all they 
could do carrying, iron ore being a great boon, 
Great railroad construction made a market for 
all this iron ore, aud the vessels were not only 
kept busy, but were kept busy at high rates. 
This practically climinated competition with 
the rail routes. There was so inuch tratlio that 
rates did net have to be cut. This year, how- 
ever, there is a decided change in this regard. 
The iron ore traflic has ‘ petered out,” and the 
lake vessels are obliged either to do no business 
at all or compete with the rail routes for all 
manner of business. Freight that does not have 
to be shipped speedily can be carried as well 
by the vessels as by the railroads, and, of 
course, as cheaply. he vessels entered into the 
competition in grain some weeks ago at the 
opening of the lake season. The vessels are now 
taking their second cargoes and thecompetition 
naturally has become intensely bitter. 

The cutting of west-bourd rates is but the 
preliminary, so practical railroad men say, to 
the cutting of east-bound freights. The Ver- 
mont Central and Grand Trunk make low rates, 
whioh Pool Commissioner Fink’s circular is to 
meet. But back of this estensible cause 
of reduction are factors of more consequence 
than what the business of these two roads will 
command. Private dispatches from Chisago 
state that big shippers there are assuming 
a decidedly dictatorial attitude, and there 
is some _ surprise in railroad circles 
that west-bound freights shoul€a be cut 
ahead of east-bound freights. Mr. Fink and the 
other trunk line authorities have been profuse 
in declaring that so far as west-bound rates are 
concerned there was only absolute harmony. 
Some important changes in the railroad situa- 
tioa are predicted for the near future.

TO OPPOSE THE FORECLOSURE. 

RicHMOND, Va., May 14.—C. P. Hunting- 
ton and M. E. Ingalls, the new President of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Kailroad Company, are | 
here to-night, accompanied by counsel, in antici- 
pation of a metion that will be made in the 
Richmond Circuit Court to-morrow opposing 
the foreclosure decree entered against that road 
in favorof Huntington last October to satisfy a 
judgment in the latter’s favor amounting to 
$165,034. This motion, it is expected, will 


be made by counsel here from New-York who 
represent Adolph ©, Whitcomb of Paris, France, 
and others. Mr. Whitcomb claims to be holder 
or representative of $1,500,000 of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio bonds. He and those acting in 
concert with him, itis understood, oppose the 
reorgauization of the company as arranged 
by the Huntington faction through the 
Central Trust Company of New-York. In further- 
ance of their plans it seems that they propose 
through counsel to submit a motion to the Rich- 
mond Circuit Court opposing the foreclosure 
proceeding instituted by Mr. Huntington last 
Fall. One of Mr. Whitcomb’s counsel said to- 
night that probably the only thing that will be 
done to-morrow will be the fixing of aday for 
the hearing of argument on their motions.

A FRAUDULENT TRANSACTION. 
CuicaGo, May 14.—The Loyal L. Smith 
dry goods deal ia Omaha was closed to-day in 
Judge Shepard’s court. It was charged by the 
prosecution that Smith, opening a store in 
Omaha, bought $150,000 worth of goods on credit 


from J. V. Farwell & Co. and others of this 
city, and entered into a conspiracy with 
Haiman Lowy whereby the latter paid him 
$30,000 fer the goods, with the understanding 
that Smith would go to Canada, leaving 
Lowy to sell the goods and send Smith 
half the proceeds. Smith went to Canada, 
but Lowry conveyed the goods to his son-in- 
law, Denis Cole. Smith’s creditors had a Re- 
ceiver appointed for the property by the Fed- 
eral eourt in Omaha, and then brought suit by 
D. H. Tenny as Trustee to receive their 
claims. On a promise of immunity Smith re- 
turned from Canada and told the court the 
particulars of the deal. Lowy swore that his 
purchase was bona flde, that there was no 
fraudulent understanding between him and 
Smith, and that he knew nothing of 
Smitn’s affairs. Judge Shepard held 
that the cirumstances confirmed Smith’s 
testimony that Lowy was guilty of fraud 
and conspiracy and that the salés made by 
Smithto Lowy & Lowy to Cole must be set 
aside as invalid. The creditors expect to re- 
cover about $100,000 by this decision.

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FERRIS ALSO IN CUSTODY 


His CONNECTION WITH THE 
HAYOH TRAGEDY. 
SCOFIELD CONTRADICTING HIS WiIFE— 
HER ANGER APTER KNOWING THAT 

A DETECTIVE FOLLOWED HER. 


Coroner Levy resumed his probing into 
the mystery of Nathaniel W. T. Hatch’s death 
yesterday, and such were the developments of 
the day, and so remarkable was the testimony 
of Mr. Ferris, that, at the-close ofthe day’s hear- 
ing, Coroner Levy committed Ferris to the 
House of Detention, in default of 85,000 bail. 

When the doors of Room 19, in the City Hall— 
where the inquest was held—were opened, soon 
after noon, there were fully 300 people in the 
corridors of the building. Within five minutes 
the room was crowded and the door was shut in 
the face of-as large -a crowd as that inside the 
room. The character of the crowd, which filled 
every seat, packed the railed space about re- 
porters, jurymen, and witnesses, and even stood 
upon the projecting ledges about the wallsof the 
room, was superior to that of the attendance at 
last Friday’s hearing. Several men whose ap- 
pearance indicated that they were brokers or 
business men were scattered about the audience, 
and a half dozen elderly women sat in front 
seats and eagerly stared at Mrs. Scofield. Mrs. 
Scofield wore the same costume which she wore 
at the opening hearing and conducted herself in 
much the same nervous, restless manner. But 
probably owing to Sunday night’s disclosures 
about Mr. Ferris’s detective she did not seem so 
devoted to Mr. Ferris and scarcely noticed him. 

Mr. Scofield, clean-shaven and thoroughly 
composed, arrived witha court officer and at once 
took the stand. At first he nervously fingered a 
paper which he held in his hand, but only once 
or twice during his hour of examination did he 
betray any signs of disquiet. His answer to the 
opening question regarding his residence was 
“the House of Detention at present,’ and 
ereated some amusement. He said he merried 
the present Mrs. Scofield about four years ago 
under the name of Lillian E, Stowell and had 
since supported her, though the house at 64 
West Twentieth-street was leased for one year, 
from May 1, by her. The story of the occur- 
rences of the Monuay of the tragedy he told sub- 
stantially as foilows: 

‘Lleft the house avout 9 o’clock in the even- 
ing, and, returning about an hour later, lay 
‘fiown on @ sofa inthe extension room on the 
first floor. Lifell asleep, and, being awakened 
by the sound of voices on the second floor, [ 
looked at my watch and saw 
o’clock, When | eame in I had removed my 
shoes, but I started up-stairs in my stocking feet 
to ascertain Who were up there. On the stairs 1 
recognized the voices as those of Mr. Hatch and 
Mrs. Scofield, and met my wife on my way 

Bhe said ske had company, and told 
me her visitor was Mr. Ferris. I said I bad 
recognized ir. Hatch’s voice, but she only 
said it was Mr. Ferris. She wanted me to go 
into the parlor, which I did, and after going up 
stairs she returned and said the gentleman 
would not leave until [had gone outof the house. 
To this Lreplied: ‘ Well, il go for good, but I 
want my coat,’ and having gotten my coat and 
shoes I went out into the street. I waited a 
couple of doors away, expecting that Mr. Hatch 
would come out, and about 1:30 Officer McCor- 
mick met we and told me about breaking in the 
door for Mrs. Scofield. When I left the house I 
meant togo to a hotel, but it was now too 
lute. Mrs. Scotield had said to me, when I told 
her I was going for good: ‘ Very well, go now 
and come m the morning and get your things.’ 
So I waited until 5 or 6 o’clock in the 
morning and then let myself into the 
house intending to get my things. In the rear 
room on the second floor I found Mrs, Scofield, 
who came from the front chamber. I told her I 
had come to get my things, but she said ‘Don’t 
be foolish,’ and persuaded me to lie down. Mr. 
Hateh’s tame was not mentioned as far as I can 
receliect. I fell asleep, and about 8 o’clock was 
roused by the painter and went down and saw 
Mr. Hatech’s body in the yard. I told Mrs. Sco- 
tield about it, and she wrung her hands, seemed 
excited, and talked about the ‘ terrible catas- 
trophe.’ [ have known Mr. Ferris for about 
five years, but never hed any words with him. 
Some two or three years ago I had some slight 
business transactions with him, but I haven’t 
spoken to him in about two years. I have re- 
monstrated with Mrs. Scofield about her rela- 
tions with him, but she said he was the only one 
she had to depend upon.” 

This was the husband’s direct recital, and 
when he had finished he was closely questioned 
by the Coroner and the jurors for fully hali an 
hour. He said that he not able to catek 
any of the conversation between Ins wife and 
Mr, Hatch, but it was carried on ip pleasant 
couversational toues. He had met Mr. Hatch 
several times, but had had no business or social 
relations with him, Mr. Haich had often been 
with dirs. Scofield when he reacued home, but 
he bad never gone with them anywhere. On 
the night of Mr. Hatch’s death Mrs. Scofield 
was in ordinary house costume when she met 
him on the stairs. 

“Do you know of any particular occurrence 
thai nizht which should lead Mr. Hatch to jump 
out of a window or do anything of that sort ¢” 
asked a juror. 

**{ do noi, Sir,” was the proimpt answer. 

This question and answer served to turn the 
drift of the interrogations, apd Mr. +coficld was 
Minvieiy guestioned about his relations with 
his wife and bis feelings toward Messrs. Hatch 
, and Ferris. He said he never went out with 
Mr. Hateh and Mrs. Seofield, but they often 
Went outof his apartments atthe Winchester 
flats aud left him alone. [Laughter.| That 
Hatch did business for Mrs. Scotield he knew, 
but he never knew that Ferris did any business 
(emphasized) tor ber. She used to say to him 
sometimes that she was going to get some 
money from Mr. Ferris. He knew she had ac- 
counts with Hateh & Sons andl. & S. Wormser, 
for he had seen the accounts, and thought 
she had done dvusiness with the for- 
mer firm for two or three years. 
Perhaps Mr. Hatch liad ealled at the Winchester 
Hats, to his Knowledge, 30, 40, or 50 times, oc- 
casionaily as often as twice aday. But still he 
couida’t say what particular relations existed 
between Mir. Batch and Mrs. When he 
objected to their intimacy 1t didn’t do any good, 
and so he stopped objecting. 

A juror asked: ‘“* How did Mrs. Scofield pacify 
you when you objected ?” 

“Oh, she used to say,

For the firsttime the witness grew indignant, 
and Coroner Levy ruled the question out. 

Then in reply to other questions Mr. Scofield 
admitted that when be entered the house at 5 or 
6 o’clock in the morning he expected to fiud Mr. 
Hatch there. And when she asked him if he 
saw Mr. Hatch leave the house he answered, 
“No; isn’t he here?’”’ Mrs. Seotield never gave 
him a cent, and he paid all the: expenses and 
furnished her money up to May 1. They had 
talked about a divorce, but have never made 
any definite arrangements. When he married 
her he tiarried her as the widow of Capt. 
Stowell. She had given him ali sorta of ages, 
but his opinion was that she was about 40 years 
old. | Laughter. | 

Sergt. Schmmittberger of the Nineteenth Pre- 
cinct could add nothing to what had already 
been told. Mme. Fanny Berliner also had little 
of interest to tell, except that Mr. Hatch was 
sober when he jeft' her place on the night of his 
death. Sergt. Sheldon of the Nineteenth Pre- 
cinct recited the particulars of the visit of Mrs. 
Scofield and Ferris to the station house last 
Wednesday moraing. He said that Mrs. Seoficeld 
started once or twice to tell him something, 
when Ferris, who seemed very nervous, stopped 
her. 

Policeman Edward A. Clark of the Nineteenth 
Preciuci 18 stationed asa special detective at 
the Co:emau House, and was hired by Ferris, on 
the night of the tragedy,4o follow Mr. Hatch 
and Mrs. Scofield from Mme. Fanuy’s. His testi- 
mony was as follows: 

“ At 8:30 in the evening of Monday, May 7, I 
was called to the office of the Coleman House to 
meet a gentleman who had asked for the hotel 
detective.

Mrs. Seofield had listened with flaming cheeks 
to this denial of her Friday’s story about Mr, 
Hatch’s persistence in coming past the elevated 
station and ip almost foreing himself into the 
house. When Coroner Levy asked her to take 
the’ stand she looked like a thoroughly angry 
woman as sha for the second time faced the 
jory. For the first time since the investigation 

gan she completely lost her temper, and de- 
spite the persuasions ef ‘her counsel:made no 

orts to regain control of herself. She ex- 
citedly denied that she had talked with Mr. Fer- 
ris about leasing the third and fourth floors to 
him, and became highly indignant when Mr. 
Hartman called on her to expiain portions of 
her testimony on Friday, A juror ventured to 
ask her if it was true that the President of a cer- 
tain trust company had written an indorsement 
or introduction of her to I. & 8. Wormser? 

“T don’t know, Sir,” (severely.) 

‘“*You are sure: he didu’t?”’ 

“Well, Sir, perhaps Mr. Hillhouse did; what 
then?

“But haven't you been requested to take up 
your account at W. T. Hatch & Sons at once?” 
asked one of the brekers on the jury. 

* No, no, no, Sir; I don’t know, Sir. 
ply overwhelmed with grief and confusion and 
everything else.

All this was said in gradually rising tones 
as the woman leaned forward in ‘her chair, 
rapidly tapping tac floor with her foot, and the 
last words, which she fairly hissed out, pro- 
duced a most profound sensation throughout 
the court.

And,in a tinal burst of rage, she an- 
nounced that she was the widow of Capt. Stow- 
ell. ‘All reports to the contrary,” she said, 
“ are false, wickedly false.” 

lt was new about 3:30 and a recess was taken 
in order that the jury might visit the scene of 
the tragedy, and it was 5 o’clock when the hear- 
ing Was resumed. 

Coroner Levy promptly called Mr. Ferris to 
the stand, and for an hour that person kept the 
Hiateners and spectators of his gesticulations in 
a rour. He said he had lived in New-York 
State off and on for 19 or 20 years, and prior to 
that in San Francisco for 35 years. In‘the West 
he speculated in mining and petroleum stocks 
and in this city he had also speculated exten- 
sively. it was in 1869 when he first met 
Mrs. Scofield or Mrs. Stowell, as she 
was then known. Since 1869 he had 
kept up his acquaintance with her. 
Mrs. Seofield had told Mr. Hatch about him 
and had introduced him to Hatch at the theatre, 
where the three went together. Hatch asked 
him what he thought of Mrs. Scofield. He told 
Mr. Match that Mrs. Scofield was as pure a 
woman as the worldever produced not except- 
ing his own mother. And Hatch told him that 
he was delighted to meet her. 

When Mr. Hatch and he accompanied Mrs. 
Scofield to Mme. Fanuny’s the Monday evening 
under investigation he only remained a few 
minutes, as he wasn’t feeling well. He soon 
discovered that be had mislaid a contract which 
he had in his pocket, and he went back and 
asked Mr, Hatch and Mrs. Scofield if be had left 
it there. He then went and engaged Detective 
Clark to follow them “ purely out of curiosity 
and for no other reason in the world.” 

in San Francisco be had acted for Mrs. Stowell 
in stock speculation as well as here, and she 
was astockholder in the Telegraph Printing 
Company, whose agent for New-York State he 
was. He was asked if he wasn’t in the habit of 
promoting fictitious stock companies in which 
Mrs. Scoileld was interested. 

To this his answer was: ‘“‘ No man living can 
say 1 am.” 

A juror wanted toknow: “Did you not use 
Mrs. Scofield as a medium toengage attention 
of certain wealthy gentlemen to your projects ?”’ 

A similar answer was given, and after some 
more or less important questions Mr. Ferris 
coneluded with this declaration about Mrs. Sco- 
field: ‘* She’s a trump. I’ve seen her put up

dividend-paying stocks at one time.” 

After adjourning the inquest until this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, Coroner Levy announced that 
in the hghtof developments he should send 
Mr. Ferris to the House of Detention, or compel 
him to furnish $5,000 bail. As it was not fur- 
nished he was led away. Mr. Scofield, who 
also went there, asked that Mr. Ferris he kept 
apart from himself, and the Coroner so ordered.

ST. LOUIS PREPARED TO ENTERTAIN ROY-

The hall is bitilt in the 
northern aisle of the big exhibition building on 
Olive-street, and will have an inside measure- 
ment of 336 by 110 feet. 

The arrangements for housing the large num- 
ber of visitors who wili attend the convention 
are complete, and Col. Prather is confident that 
they will prove equalto any possible jam. The 
large hotels have had ali their rooms engaged 
for some time. and a bureau of intormation has 
been formed to take*care of persons who go to 
the city unprovided for as to accommodations. 
It has made a complete canvass of the city and 
prepared a list of the minor hotels, boarding 
houses, and houses whose holders will be willing 
to entertain visitors during the convention, At 
the head of the bureau is John GQ. Shelton, from 
whom information can be obtained on the sub- 
ject of accommodation by addressing him at the 
bureau’s ofiice, 506 Olive-street, St. Louis. 

The convention will not be the only source of 
amusement to visitors to St. Louis during the 
early days of June. An illumination of the city 
will be had on the night that the nomination oc- 
curs, A race meeting will be in progress. 
Steamboat excursions up and down the river 
will be given night and day. The theatres will 
all be fun with specially-arranged attractions. «4

Feyler, - 
was steaming about 11 miles an hour, heading 
southwest, end the bark was making nearly 10, 
steering about north. There was not time to 
make out the steamer’s name, but she was seen 
to be a two-masted steamer. She proceeded on 
her way without stopping. It was very fortu- 
nate for the Crowell and those on board that the 
weather from the time of the collision was not 
rough. Had there been a heavy sea on, the ves- 
sel could not possibly have ‘kept afloat, as her 
bows were cut clean down to the water’s edge. 
The cost of making repairs will be not far from 
3,000. 

. The unknown steamer was almost without 
doubt the Gate City, of the Ocean Steamship 
Company’s Boston Line. Gen. G. M. Sorrel, the 
General Manager of the company, yesterday re- 
ceived a dispatch from Savannah reporting that 
the Gate City had reached there yesterday morn- 
ing, having been considerably damaged by a 
collision with an unknown vessel. The time or 
place of the collision was not mentioned, but 
Capt. Taylor said_he lay to for four hours with- 
out seeing anything of the other vessel, and 
then proceeded. The Gate City left Boston late 
Thursday afternoon, and by 2:30 Saturday 
morning would have been in a position where, 
the collision with the Crowell would have been 
possible, although the steamer would have been 
somewhat out of her course,

) MR. RIDDLEBERGER’S OPEN SESSION RES- 


OLUTION BEATEN—THE DAYS OF THE 
NAVAL WAR COLLEGE NUMBERED. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—The Senate is 
still unable to decide’ whether or not it shall 
permit a stenographis report to be taken of the 
discussion of ‘the fishery treaty with «a view to 
publishing afterwara such portions as the ma- 
jority are willing the people should read. The 
debate on the question, which degan last week, 
was resumed to-day, the usual precaution being 
taken to drive everybody not Senators ont of 
the chamber-and to double lock the doors, The 
Supreme Court adjourned early enough to en- 
able Mr. Edmunds to attend the secret 
session and lead the opposition to 
any proposition designed to let the public 
know what Senators say or do about 


the treaty. The Vermont Senator was joined by 
enough of his cepa. Stab colleagues ‘to kill 
the Riddleberger resolution calling for open ses- 
sions while the treaty is under consideration, 
and that matter was settled to his satisfaction. 
Mr. Edmunds found it a much harder task to 
convince the Senators that they should with- 
hold all their fishery speeches from the.public. 
He made such an earnest fight, however, that 
when dimner time came the question was still 
unsettled, and it was put over until to-morrow. 
Mr. Edmunds gave notice some time ago that 
he would call up the treaty itself to-morrow, but 
that subject will have to wait until some sort 
of agreement is reached as to how it shall be 
considered. The fact that the Senate has been 
unable, after two days of discussion, to say 
whether or not any of its treaty proceedings 
shall be made public is highly eneouraging to 
those who believe the star chamber sittings 
should be entirely abolished. A very fow years 
ago no Senator would have thought of such a 
thing as proposing to have a stefographer in 
the secret meetings, and if such a resolution had 
been offered it would have been killed with the 
utmost promptnegs. 


Senator Edmunds and his fellow-members of 
the Judiciary Committee took no action at the 
committee meeting to-day on the nomination of 
Melville W. Fuller to be Chiecf-Justice of the 


United States Supreme Court. Mr. Edmunds is 
in no hurry to dispose of that matter. The com- 
mittee devoted its time to the consideration of 
the nomination of Thomas F. Miller to be Police 
Justice in this District, to succeed Justice Snell, 
whose term will expire on Wednesday next, and 
decided to recommend Mr. Miller’s confirmation. 


The days of the Naval War College are num- 
bered. The Navy Department is opposed to its 
continuance, and now Chairman Herbert of the 
Naval Committees is quoted as saying that no 


provision for its maintenance will beincluded in 
the Navy Appropriation bill for next year. 
Rear-Admiral Luce founded the college, and has 
at all times kept jealous guard over its 
interests. For the present fiscal year 
no appropriation was made for the 
college. Lectures were delivered. however, 
and some expenses meceurred. Among other 
things a quantity of coal was bought. When 
the vouchers therefor reached bere Commodore 
Schley, Chief of the Equipment Bureau, refused 
to approve them on the ground that there was 
no appropriation from which the money conid 
be taken, This action caused some dispute, but 
itis said to be the intention of the department 
to require that the bills of the college for this 
pervade be defrayed by the officers who in- 
curred such expenses as are in excess of the bal- 
ance on hand last July. a

He has been prominent for 
many years in the Democratic Party in Michi- 
gan, In early life he was an editor, but 
he has been a railroad man for many 
years, his last service in the business 
being as Receiver of the Port Huron and North- 
western Road. He was the Democratic candi- 
date for Secretary of State in 1854 and in 1859 
a member of the State House of Representatives 
and Democratic candidate for Speaker, and was 
soon afterward appointed by President Bu- 
chauan Collecter of the Pert of Port Huron.

WHEAT SITUATION. 
a ee 
HOLDS ONE-THIRD OF 
TOTAL VISIBLE SUPPLY. 

DutvuTnA, Minn., May 14.—Developments 
in the wheat situation at Duluth last week have 
been of an unusually interesting and important 
character, and Duluth seems attracting more 
attention than ever before. This is due to the 
fact that the prospects of Winter wheat are poor, 
and Duluth, with over 9,000,000 bushels in 
store, has nearly one-third of the total visible 
supply of the country. During last week repre- 
sentatives of a half dozen leading New-York 
exporting firms were here, and it is reported 
that all or nearly all have been buying wheat. 
They include such well-known men as J. L. Gill, 
E. Bailey of Rice, Quinby & Co., William H. 
Wallace, F. V. Dare of the New-York house of 
Armour, Plankinton & Co., and others, and all 
are éagerly watching the situation, which is in- 


tensified by the fact that of the 9,000,000 bush- 
els here one-half is held by carriers and is prac- 
tically out of the market, and 3,000,000 bushels 
of the remainder is in the hands of shippers to 
go to New-York. 

The New-York men all talk bearish. They say 
that later reports from the Winter wheat sec- 
tions than those which were made the basis of 
the late Government crop report show improve- 
ments, and that the prospects in the Northwest 
for a big yield are excellent; that the flour mar- 
ketis overdone, and Minneapolis mills cannot 
run much jonger at their present rate, but will 
largely cut down their production, while the 
country elevator companies acknowledge to 
8,000,000 bushels still in their houses, and that 
as soon as the produetion of flour drops off this 
wheat will flow to Duluth, and that now held by 
carriers will be forced on the market. This view 
is not taken by any of the big houses here, such 
as <A. J. Sawyer, Dunn, Thompson «& 
Owen, and Ferguson & Co. Reports came 
yesterday from Minneapolis that only 
two mils have a supply of wheat 
and that others are picking it up where they 
can, With the result that cash wheat is all being 
taken at a heavy premium. The result hero ts 
that there is an unusual demand for wheat, and 
orders from the outside seem to show that Du- 
luth holds the kev to the wheat situation just 
now. One Chicago firm bought nearly 500,000 
bushels Saturday. Few holders care to let go of 
their wheat, and the market is in « tense condi- 
tion. After Monday stocks are expected to de- 
crease rapidly, and, after a few weeks all the 
wheat left here will be in the hands of carriers 
holding for elevator charges.

A ROCK FOUND IN THE RED SEA, 
From the London Times. 

A fourth and happily a successful search 
by her Majesty’s ships has just been made fora 
reported rock towards the southern end of the 
Red Sea, on which two steamships—the Avocet 
and Teddington—are supposed te have struck 
during the year 1887, both ships afterwards 
foundering. The fourth ship, her Majesty’s sur- 
vyeying ship Stork, guided by some slight indt- 
cation afforded by an insignificant rise in the 
sea bottom, has found the rock. If is a 


small coral patch only 15 feet under the surface 
of the sea, and stands in 28 fathoms 
water in latitude 14° 22’ 8” north, longitude 
42° 41’ 32” east. It lies midway between the 
two best positions that critical cross-examina- 
tion had finally settled as most prebable for the 
respective vessels that were lost. Thouyh it is 
between five and six miles frum the direct 
straight line of the track, the existence at times 
of strong currents transverse to the axia of the 
Red Sea causes the danger presented by it to be 
by no means insignificant, and it is a matter for 
marvel that it has never been before struck. The 
difficulty of finding sucha small rock may be 
appreciated from the fuct that one of the search- 
iug ships was at ancbor within 400 yards of it, 
with her boats sounding round her, without its 
being perceived, and she was driven from her 
anchorage by a gale before the spot was passed 
over by the boats.

THE NICARAGUA OANAL SURVEY. 

MacHuca Rapips, on the San Juan River, 
Nicaragua, April 14.—The Nicaragua Canal 
survey progresses satisfactorily, and the mem- 
bers of the expedition continue in good heaith. 
The location of the lower route from the dam at 
Ochoa to the San Juanillo River is complete, ex- 
cept one gap of less than two miles about five 
miles east of Ochoa. Mr. Le Baron is there now 
with party No. 4 completing the location. 

Between the San Juanillo and Greytown the 
preliminary line is finished, excepting about 
three miles. The preliminary line and the loca- 
tion will be the same, except about two miles, 
which will be surveyed in a short time. 

The survey of the San Juanillo River and Silico 
Lagoon, with soundings and gauging is finished, 

The gauging and cross sectioning of all the 
streams crossing the line from Oehva to Grey- 
town are finished. he borings both along tho 
line and at the sites of the dam, embankments, 
locks, culverts, &c., are finished from Ochoa to 
San Juanillo. The survey of the upper river 
trom Fort San Carlos to and including Toro 
Rapids is finished.

THE GRAND TRUNK’S BIG CUT 

WORKS IN THE WEST. 

PITrsnURG, Venn., May 14.—The big 
freight war on dressed beef and cattle com- 
menced to-day. It promises to be one of the 
most bitter that has been fought for 
years. It is between the dressed beef ship- 
pers and the Grand Trunk Railway on one side 


and the cattle men and the other trunk lines on 
the other. It grew out of the Grand Trunk re- 
ducing the rate on dressed beef when the 
other lines reduced the rate on eattle 
and sheep from 35 to 25 cents from 
Chicago to New-York. The Pennsylvania Com 
pany people were busy last week arranging new 
tariffs proportionate to therate between Chi- 
cago and New-York and Boston. The Pittsburg 
rate is reduced from 20 to 15 cents per 
100 pounds on cattle and sheep, while the rate 
on dressed beef remains unchanged. . It is ex- 
pected that the cattle shipments will inerease, 
while the dressed beef will be shipped in nearly 
as large quantities over the companies’ lines 
as heretofore, as the different Chicago firms 
do not care to change their arrangements for 
shipments. The new rate allows the cattle men 
to compete with the dressed beef shippers. All 
of the railroads, however, it is said, will lose 
mnoney ou the reducec rates, and it 1s a question 
which can bold out the longest. 

It has been intimated that the members of 
the Trunk Line Association are fighting among 
themselves aside from the war with the Grand 
Trunk, and that they may cut below tho 25 cent 
rate. An official ef the Pennsylvania Company, 
who was seen to-day, said: “The fight began 
to-day. Itis hard to tell whether there will be 
further cutting of rates. They are so low now 
that the railroads will lose money on the cattle 
and shecp shipments. But the Grand Trunk 
is in a still worse shape, und _ will 
have to ship nearly all the dressed 
beef at runiously low figures. I believe that the 
Grand Trunk will ultimately eome to terms. 
There bas not been another meeting of the 
Trunk Line Association called, nor is their likely 
tobe. Thelast one was so inharmonious that 
we are not anxious for another meeting just at 
present.”

In Canada and Great Britain the fisheries 
treaty is discussed in broad daylight, and 
the people know what their representatives 
have to say foror againstit. In this coun- 
try of Government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, the Senate arro- 
gates to itself the right to discuss and de- 
cide upon this international agreement for 
the settlement of a matter of momentous 
interest to the people in darkness and 
secrecy according to the personal views 
or political prejudices of its mem- 
bers. The proposition to act upon 
the treaty in open session has been de- 
feated, and the contest still continues over 
the question of favoring the public even 
with such portions of a report of the pro- 
ceedings as the Senate itself may vote to 
give out. Mr. Epmunpbs is still the lead- 
ing champioh of the policy of preferring 
darkness to light and keeping from the 
people all knowledge of what goes on 
during the consideration of the treaty. 
Nothing could be more un-American 
or more calculated to destroy what little 
there is left of the prestige of the Senate 
of the United States, which has already 
become the one unpopular branch of the 
Government. 


Yesterday the Supreme Court of the 
United States, before adjourning until Oc- 
tober next, handed down an unusual num- 
ber of important decisions. One of these 
illustrates the need of a more effective law 
for the regulation. of inter-State extradi- 
tion. Extradition of a murderer who had 
escaped from. Kentucky into West Virginia 
was refused by the Executive of the latter’ 
State, and the criminal was afterward ab- 
ducted and held under the charge of mur- 
der by the authorities in Kentucky. West 


Virginia tried to get him back by habeas 
‘corpus proceedings, and the court decides 
that itcannot be done. The only resource 
is to demand extradition from Kentucky 
of the persons who defied the authority of 
West Virginia, which, of course, would not 
be granted under the circumstances of the 
case, The court plainly intimates that 
‘Congress might provide for compulsory 
restoration of offenders, thongh it merely 
says that that-question was not under con- 
sideration. The Constitution declares that 
fugitives from justice ‘“‘shall be delivered 
up” on the demand of the Executive au- 
thority of a State from which they have 
fled to be removed to the State having 
jurisdiction of the crime, but Congress has 
left the matterin such shape that it still 
depends on the discretion of the Governor 
of the State-in which the criminal is found. 





While news from STANLEY is still lack- 
ing, the-recent tidings from the Congo-give 
avery favorable view of the condition of 
things at the explorer’s base. The rumors 
of treachery on the part of Trproo Tis 
have been wholly dispelled, it being made 
clear that he is not only in the region of 
Stanley Falis, but has subdued the turbu- 


lent Arabs there. It appears, also, that 


‘everything isready for organizing the car- 


rier expedition with which to proceed to 
Wadelai to take supplies and bring, off 
Emin Pasua’s tons of ivory, according to 
STANLEY’s plan. Atleast, therefore, there 
is no defection in‘his rear to fear. The con- 
tinued lack of messages from STANLEY 
himself at'Tambnuga up to the end of Feb- 
ruary or later is certainly strange. Yet itis 
in no respect alarming, since a large part 
of his course lay through unexplored:coun- 
try, and he may have been ferced by natur- 
al obstacles to depart very far from a 
direct march. After reaching Wadelai he 
may have considered it shorter to send or 
goto the Zanzibar coast, and from there 
communicate his directions to the Congo 
region again for completing his work, in- 
stead of retracing his steps or sending back 
messengers. 





BALLOlREFORM AND: POOR VOTERS. 

The County Committee of the County 
Democracy of this city on Friday evening 
last declared against the Ballot Reform 
bill now in the hands of the Governor on 
the ground, as one of them expressed it, 
that it would “‘disfranchise three-quarters 
of the Democrats of this city.” This terri- 
ble result was to. be produced by the re- 
quirement that the voter, instead of receiv- 
ing his ballot from the hands of party 
workers with the assurance that it is all 
right, shall mark the candidates for whom 
he wishes to vote on a general ballot con- 
taining the names of all the candidates, and 
shall have only five minutes in which to do 
it. To the minds of Mr. JamMrEs D. McCLEL- 
LAND and “Fatty” Watsu this seemed to 
be a tremendous requirement, and they 
complimented the Democrats of this city 
by declaring that three-quarters of them 
were incapable of doing this formidable 
thing. 

Now this was intended as a ‘“‘ scare” for 


poor and ignorant voters and to give the 


impression that the bill imposed a task 
upon them which would practically deprive 
them of the privilege of. voting. A certain 
class of low and corrupt politicians in this 
city are terribly afraid of having the ma- 
nipulation of ballots before they are depos- 
itéd in the boxes taken out.of their control, 
and of having the voters protected in the 
right to cast their ballots as they please, 
without disclosing to any one for whom 
they vote. This billis really intended to 
protect the voter against those whe are 
accustomed to mislead, to intimidate, or 
to corrupt him, and to guard the ballot 


box against fraud and bribery. It is more 


-in the interest of the poor voter than of 


any one else, defending his dignity and 
integrity as ja citizen, and guarding his 
right to control his own suffrage. 

What is this requirement of marking bal- 
lots that is represented to be so formidable? 
At the polling place the voter would re- 
ceive a single slip of paper-containing the 
names of all the candidates-for the offices to 
be filled, but the names of the candidates 
of each party would be grouped together 
under its proper:party designation, so as to 
constitute in effect a ticket by itself clear- 
ly distinguished from.all the others. Allthe 
nominations would have been published at 
least twice before the election, once being 
on the very day before, arranged ‘in the 
order and form” in which they are printed 
upon the ballot. Having received his 
voting paper from a ballot clerk, the 
voter would retire alone to a compartment 
provided for the purpose to mark his ballot 
by setting “‘a cross before or after the name 
of the person or persons for whom he in- 
tends to vote.” Simply that and nothing 
more. If he wishes to vote the “straight 
ticket” of any organization, as in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred he will, nothing 
eould be simpler. Certainly looking over a 
bunch of ballots given him in the ordinary 
way, to see if they are right, is not half so 
simple and easy. If he wishes to vary from 
the straight ticket he will know just what 
he wants to find and have no difficulty in 
finding it. Most persons will prepare their 
ballots in one or two minutes easily. 

All this is supposing that.a person is able 
to read and is suffering from no disability 
which incapacitates him from marking his 
own ballots. Nobody denies or doubts that 
it is just as important to protect the voter 
who cannot read as the one who can. Heis 
just as much entitled to his vote, it is just 
as important and as.sacred to him, and no 


obstacle should be put in the way of his. 


exercising his suffrage according to his own 
free will. In fact, he is the voter most 
in need of protection, and it is accord- 
ed to him in this bill to the fullest ex- 
tent, as it cannot be without some such 
safeguard. These illiterate voters are 
specially favored by the bill, for the bailot 
clerks, who are sworn to perform their 
duties faithfully, and are subject to penal- 
ties for failure to do so, and who must act 
in the presence of the inspectors and watch- 
ersat the polls, are required to prepare their 


ballots for therth in accordance with their - 


-declared choice of candidates. 

It is perfectly plain to any candid mind 
that this bill is not only in the interest of 
free and fair elections and that it would 


i ty. 


protect the ballot box from fraud and cor- 
ruption, but thatit would afford a much- 
needed protection for the very class of 
voters in whose names this outcry is raised 
by politicians who wish to retain in their 
own hands the power to manipulate and 
bamboozle those who are not able te pro- 
tect themselves. The workingmen of the 
State understand this, and their organiza- 
tions are avowed supporters of this re- 
form. The demand for it was first made in 
their name and in their behalf. It was to 
be expected that these who profit by ex- 
isting abuses would cry out against the 
reform, but their outcry should deceive 
nobody, and it will hardly do for the re-. 
spectable leaders of any party to take a 
position against protecting the purity of 
elections and the right of voters to direct 
and control their own exercise of the suf- 
frage. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 

The convention of Democrats that meets 
in this city to-day will have no trouble as 
to the Presidential candidate whom its 
delegates will support in the National Con- 
vention. All trace of definite opposition to 
the renomination of Mr. CLEVELAND has 
disappeared. Whoever the delegates at 
large may be, they will havethe very simple 
duty of presenting the. President’s name, 
which will be accepted by the National 
Convention . without question. Nor is 
there any doubt as to the issues on which 
Mr. CLEVELAND will;make the canvass. 
He has defined them in his treatment of na- 
tional affairs as they have come before him. 
He would not change them or evade them 
if he could; he could .not do so if he would. 
The chief of these issues is the reduction of 
taxation by the reform alike of the tariff 
and the internal revenue. The former 
is the crucial feature of his policy, 
though the latter is covered by 
the bill, which, in the. regolar 
course of legislation, is presented to Con- 
gress by the Democratic majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House. 
The bill now has the highest party authori- 
It embodies the policy of the National 
Convention in 1884, that of the.Democratic 
State Convention of last year, that of both 
of the Democratic Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury from this State, Messrs. MANNING and 
FAIRCHILD, and that of the President, the 
leader whom the Democracy of the State 
gave to the party m the Nation. 

It follows, therefore, that the. Democratic 

tate Convention should indorse the bill in 
the most emphatic and unmistakable man- 
ner. Omission to do so will not change the 
issue in the canvass, and will not in the. 
slightest degree modify the action of the 
National Convention or aftect the course of 
the campaign when itis once opened. But 
a definite indorsement will strengthen the 
billin the House; it will bein the nature 
of instruction to any Democrat, from this 
State or elsewhere, who may hesitate as to 
his vote on the bill, and will promote the 
policy to which the party is squarely 
committed. Itis due to the President. It 
is due to the Democratic leaders who, with 
patient energy and indomitable fidelity,have 
been so long working to carry the policy of 
the party to a practical consummation. It 
is due to the party in the State that has 
taken the lead in that great movement and 
has already done so much that it ought not 
now to show the slighgest sign of halting. 
This view of the case is presented in an 
article from the Argus of Albany that will 
be found in another column, and that 
presents the opinion of the guiding minds 
of the party throughout the State. 

There is another matter that deserves 
more attention thanit may receive. That 
is the civil service policy of President 
CLEVELAND. No one doubts that this isa 
definite advance upon thatof any Demo- 
cratic leader for years. Itis a definite ad- 
vance upon that of any of his Republican 
predecessors. It is not all that we have 
thought that it ought to be, but it involves 
the principle of the law now on the 
statute books and its faithful enforcement. 
The convention would do well to adopt 
toward it the same attitude as that of the 


‘Democrats of Iowa, who condemn the spoils 


system and.allits attendant evils and ap- 
prove what the President. has done for the 
establishment of the merit system. It is 
plain from the recent action of the Union 
League Club that the Republican Party 
will take advanced ground on this ques- 
tion while condemning the President. The 
Democrats ought at least to stand by what 
the President has done and is bent on 
doing. 


THE BUFFALO OIL CONSPIRACY. 


Several witnesses have recently testified 
before the House Committee on Mannfaoct- 
ures concerning the attempts of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust to ruin them and drive them 
out of business. GEORGE Rice of Marietta, 
Ohio, has told again the story which courts - 
had already heard, and which drew from 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission a 
decision against the railroad companies 
which the Trust and its subordinate cor- 
porations used to his disadvantage. Lewis 


‘ EMERY described his struggle to maintain 


his independence against the combined 
forces of the Trust and the railroad com- 
panies—a struggle which ended last Fall in 
his surrender to the monopoly. One of the 
witnesses was CHARLES B. MATTHEWS of 
Buftalo, who sought to defend himself and 
his business by causing the prosecution of 
men connected with the Trust, and the 
‘chief officers of one of the Trust’s corpora- 
tions, upon a charge of conspiracy. 

Since Mr. MatrrHEews appeared before 
the committee the men who were convict- 
edin the memorable criminal suit brought 
upon his complaint have been sentenced. 
Five men were indicted—the two EVERESTs, 
officers of the Vacuum Oil Company of 
Rochester, and JoHN D. ARCHBOLD, HENRY 
H. Rocers, and AMBROSE McGREGOR, who 
were connected with the Standard Oil 
Trust, and through the agency of 
whom three-fourths of the capital 
stock of the Vacuum Company had 
passed under the control of the Trust. 
The defendants were charged with havy- 
ing conspired to ruin the Buffalo Lubri- 
cating Oil Company, of which MatrHews 
was President, in order that it might cease ; 
to compete with the Vacuum Company, , 
which the Trust controlled. Messrs. ARCH-* 


‘ thoneer 
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BOLD, RoGEeRs, and MCGREGOR were ac- 
quitted before the close of the trial by di- 
rection of the court, upon the ground that 
the evidence did not connect them with 
the conspiracy. Hiram B, Everest and 
CHARLES M, EVEREST were convicted on 
May 15, 1887, The main charge was that 
an employé of the Buffalo Company had 
been induced to cause a destructive explo- 
sion in the works of that company, 

The two convicted defendants came be- 
fore Judge Haircut of the Supreme Court 
on the 8th inst. to be sentenced. Each of 
them was fined $250, the lightest punish- 
ment which could be inflicted under the 
law. To any disinterested person who is 
familiar with the history of the case and 
with the nature of the crime as disclosed by 
the testimony, this sentence must seem to 
be inadequate. A fine of $250 carries no 
punishment in the case of a wealthy refiner 
connected with the Standard Oil Trust, and 
if these men were guilty they deserved to 


be punished severely. The jury had found - 


them guilty. 

While these defendants escape with a 
loss of $500, the company which appealed 
to the courts for protection,and thus caused 
them to be prosecuted, has become bank- 
rupt. It is stated that it was unable to 
procure the oil which was its raw material, 
or to obtain shipping facilities from the 
railroads. A Receiver was appointed last 


January, and at last accounts it was not. 


probable that the company would continue 
to vex the Trust by fighting for fair play. 
Neither the sentence of the court nor the 
misfortunes of the complaining company 
can-encourage independent manufacturers 
to oppose Trust monopolies. 

CONFERENCES AND 
TIONS.” 

The debate in the General Conference 
yesterday over the election of Bishops in- 
dicates that there is a goed deal of human 
nature in a Methodist minister. The ‘‘feel- 
ing,” however, by no means ran so high as 
in the election of a Bishop of the Prot- 
estant Episcopol Church in a Western dio- 
cese a few years ago, in which charges 
of “improper influence” were freely made 
without being explained in detail. In 
no election toa high office in any Amer- 
ican church, however, has there ever been 
an approach to such a scandal asis habitu- 
ally afforded by the elections of Bishops in 
the Church of England, in which, after 
a formal prayer for light to choose the 
most fit persen, the judgment of the ec- 
clesiastical body thus illuminated is always 
found to coincide: with the recommendation 
of the sovereign in her capacity of head of 
the church and defender of the faith. 

The ‘‘charges” brought in the Methodist 
Conference were not very serious, although 
the debaters on both sides exaggerated their 
importance. They were charges merely of 
‘‘combinations,” or of what in secular poli- 
tics is known as logrolling. Now, when a 
number of men are to be elected at the 
same time a combination of this kind is not 
necessarily an evil, andif not an absolute 
necessity, it is at any rate a very great 
convenience. Consider what would be 
the result if the ministers and lay- 
men of so numerous and extensive a

‘body as the Methodist Church under- 


took to elect a “ticket” of Bishops without 
previous consultation. No one man has 
such an acquaintance with the ministry of 
the church as would justify a prudent and 
conscientious man in assuming to make up 
a ticket from those ministers alone whom 
he knew personally or even by repute. If 
every delegate to-the Conference undertook 
to-do this the election would be intermina- 
ble. There are, no doubt, in every great 
body some few men whose eminence is so 
recognized as to insure their choice at an 
early stage of the proceedings, butexcepting 
these the vote would be of the kind that is 
left unclassified as “‘scattering.” When it 
became evident that nobody could be chosen 
by this process the-delegates would begin to 
inquire, and to receive andimpart knowl- 
edge touching the qualifications of candi- 
dates. Such a consultation must necessarily 
issue in ‘“ combinations.” But if these are 
made while the election itself is in progress 
they will both take up far more time and 
give far more occasion for scandal than if 
they were arranged beforehand. It is 
scarcely possible for even a town meeting 
in which ali the members are known to each 
other as neighbors to transact its business 
without some such previous understanding 
on the part of the leading men as will se- 
cure concert of action. How much more 
must this be true of a body representing 
two milliens of people scattered all over the 
United States. 

No doubt the power of combination is 
reduced toa minimum when a number of 
officers of the same grade are chosen sep- 
arately and not or a general ticket. It has 
been found-in secular politics that the best 
way in which to defeat logrolling was to 
bring up each measure or each man of the 
logrollers on its or his individual merits. 
The provision inserted in the Constitution 
of this State giving the Governor the power 
to veto-separate items of an Appropriation 
bill without defeating the measure has 
saved the State a great deal of money and a 
great deal of scandal. Butinsuch a proced- 
ure as the election of a bench of Bishops 
it is not possible wholly to exclude combi- 
nation, and it may be questiened whether 
it would be wise or des#able, even if it 
were possible. What will strike many peo- 
ple as the most candid and sensible of the 
speeches made in yesterday’s debate was 
that of a minister who said “I am not hurt. 


I have been in General Conferences before, 
andI have been approached by men who 


had candidates they wanted elected, and 
have agreed with them that I would vote 
for their man if they would vote for my 
man. That has always been done in Gen- 
eral Conferences. That is what they calla 
combination, and if any man says that such 
a thing does not exist in this Conference he 
does not know much about it.” 

In fact it would be necessary to exclude 
human nature from assemblages of the 
character of the General Conference in 
order te exclude combinations and to ex- 


elude what are by no means the least 
} admirable traits of human nature, 


The 
enthusiasm that leads a man to elec- 
in behalf of another whom 
he admires and to endeavor to secure 


votes for him, when he himself has 
no personal interest to subserve, isa gen- 
erous quality. Moreover, there is a pre- 
sumption that the man who inspires this 


feeling is more fit for such an office as that- 


of Bishop than the man who does not in- 
spire it. Of course the presumption is 
reversed in the case of a candidate: for 
the episcopate who is electioneering for 
himself and combining with other candi- 
dates fora reciprocal transfer of ‘‘strengths.” 
But one would suppose that with such a 
body as the Methodist General Conference 
that species of combination might be trust 
ed to defeat itself, 


The report that Lord Wo.usELry has 
oftered his resignation as Adjutant-General 
of the British Army is a singular ontcome 


“of the discnssion of the military condition 


of Great Britain. It is quite a new view of 
the responsibility of a professional soldier 
‘that he should. feel bound to resign when 
his course is disapproved by the Ministry. 
It is not very clear what Lord WoLSELEY 
means by resigning, unless it is to appeal to 
the House of Commons for a “ vindication” 
which that body is notin the least likely to 
give him. Without reference either to his 
professional .merits or to the merits of the 
discussion he has provoked it may be said 
that he was quite in the wrong in provok- 
ingit. The immunity of a soldier from po- 
litical responsibility is conditioned upon 
his refraining from political controversies. 
Inour own service, and in most others, offi- 
cers of Gen. WOLSELEY’S rank find it quite 
feasible to say whatever they wish to say 
upon military affairs in their official reports 
and communications. Lord WotLseLry, 
however, conveyed his views of the con- 
dition of the British Army in an un- 
official address which Lord SaLispury 
has described asa panic-producing speech. 
In this country this action would be re- 
garded as a breach of professional etiquette, 
1f not of military discipline. It would 
clearly be impossible for a Parliamentary 
Government to get on with the army if 
otticers of high rank made a practice of con- 
veying their criticisms of its course unoffi- 
cially to the public instead of officially to 
the Government itself. 


THE PRINCIPLE-~AND THE MAN. 


From the Albany Argus, May 14. 

The Democratic State Convention meets 
in New-York City to-morrow to elect delegates 
to the National Convention. In the Assembly 
District Conventions to elect delegates to the 
State Convention, as in the conventions of other 
States already held, but one man has been 
named for the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent—Grover Cleveland. The convention to- 
morrow will indorse the President’s Adminis- 
tration and urge his renomination in as vigorous 
and sincere words as earnest Democrats can 


find to utter. Its resolutions in support of the 
President will thus reflect the one enthusiastic 
sentiment which pervades: the Democracy of 
New-York State, as the renomination of the 
President at 8t. Louis will respond to the senti- 
ment and desire of the Democracy of the entire 
country. 

But as the Democratic Party is founded on 
abiding principles that survive men, so the con- 
ventien to-morrow will not simply register the 
people’s approval of the honest, brave, and 
capable man who is to be the party’s standurd 
bearer; it must and Will distinctly reatlirm the 
cardinal doctrines of the party. ne of those 
doctrines, that unnecessary taxation ia unjust 
taxation, is now stoatly combated by the Re- 
publican Party, That doctrine, indeed, will be 
the prime issue of the eoming canvass. Twice, 
in 1876 and in 1884, the Democratic Party 
pledged itself solemnly to reduce the taxes im- 
posed by the war tariff. Fraud robbed it of the 
fruits of victory and of tie opportunity to 
rédeem that pledge in 1876. This year 
President Cleveland has brought home to 
every Democrat and to every citizen the 
meaning of that solemn promise, as yet 
unfulfilled. In response to bis message the 
Democratic majority in the House of pre- 
sentatives, through the Committee on Ways and 
Means, has submitted a measure of relief. That 
measure, founded in principle on the teachings 
of Andrew Jackson and Samuel J. Tilden and 
Daniel Manning, and in detail the result of 
painstaking and conservative thought, now 
awaits the action of Congress.

ANTI-KISSING TICKET Won. 


A SILENT CENSURE OF THE OFFEND- 
ING CHOIR MEMBERS. 
_ The congregation of the South Third- 
‘Street Methodist Episcopal Church, in the East- 
ern District of Brooktyn, gave, in their election 
of Trustees last evening, a silent disapproval of 
the petty scandal that has so exercised ite mem- 
bers during the past week. This scandal was 
aroused by the trial last week of two of the 
church’s choir members for kissing each other 
on a street corner. These two members were 
the soprano, Mrs. Ella Miller, the wife of Louis 
Miller, who was a Trustee of the chureh, and 


the daughter of Henry Wright, a member of the 
church, and John H. Voss, the bass of the choir 
and the Secretary of the Board of Trustees. It 
was said that Mr. Voss accompanied Mrs, Miller, 
after leaving the church Sunday night, April-22, 
as far as Graham-avenue and Maujer-street, 
where he kissed her. 

The trial, at which Pastor 8. H. Smith acted as 
Judge, was held in secret last Thursday, and 
after a session of five hours the Pastor decided 
that the charges were not sustained and notices 
were sent to the parties involved, censuring 
them for their conduct. It was expected by the 
congregation that the result of the trial would 
be announced publicly last Sunday, but it was 
not, as the Pastor was anxious to hush 
the affair up, and the congregation 
looked for an expression of feeling one 
way or another at the Trustee election which 
took place lastevening. Tnis election was the 
regular one 1o fill vacancies on the Trustee 
Board, and as Henry Wright, the lady’s father, 
was to run on the opposition ticket for one of the 
three vacant places on the board an interesting 
time was expected. The meeting was called to 
order by John H. Voss, the Secretary of the old 
board, and when he arose to ask for the nomina- 
tion ef temporary Chairman distinet murmurs 
of disapprobation greeted him, and among them 
were a few easily distinguishable hisses. Voss 
then suggested that the congregation should 
choose another Secretary in his place, as there 
seemed to be some feeling against himself. 

William Wilsey was chosen, and E. R. World 
acted as Chairman.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 14.—The news of the 
devision of the Supreme Court in the Coy-Bern- 
hamer case waa received here this afternoon in 
a telegram to Judge Woods from Justice Harlan. 
It was immediately bulletined, but did not create 
any special interest, as ita purport had been 


retty well discounted in advance. Judge 

yoods was very much pleased to know that 
the opinion in this case had _ been 
written by another Justice than Harlan, be- 
cause he wanted to have a full expression from 
some other member on the important question. 
** Justice Miller,” said Judge Woods, “is recog- 
nized by lawyers all over the country as being 
at the very head of the old court, and his opin- 
ion, elaborate as he has made it, for I see that it 
covers 25 pages of manuscript, will be a 
great legal document.” Judge Elliott of the 
State Supreme Bench regarded the decision as 
one of the utmost importance. He thought the 
purity of elections in the future hung upon it, 
and that the reversal of the lower court’s deci- 
sion would have been one of the most_disastrous 
things that could have happened to Marion 
County and the whole State. “Tt is one 
of the most signal and complete triumphs 
of justice,” he remarked, “ where a triamph 
means something that has taken place 
in years.” The local Democrats do 
not aay much.

“NADJY” AT THE CASINO, 

“Nadjy” is the title of the latest produc- 
Mon in comie opera. The work was made known 
last night at the-Casino to an audience which 
crowded the large auditorium and displayed # 
most suggestive eagerness to applaud on the 
slightest provocation. It must be admitted that 
& great deal of good money has been spent on 
*Nadjy” to very little purpose. Competition in 
the production of comic opera, with three stoh 
managers engaged in it as Col. John A. Mc- 
Caull, J. C. Duff, and Rudolph Aronson, is 
extremely sharp at-present, and the young man- 
ager of the Casino shows a strong determination 
not to be left behind in the race. The scenery 
for “Nadjy” has been painted by twoof the 
cleverest artists in the itheatrical business, 
Henry E. Hoytand Richard Marston. The facile 
style of the latter is welcome again to the loeat 
boards, and his street scene in Buds-Pesth, in 
the last act, is an artistic piece of work, 
Mr. Hoyt’s two scenes afte also well 
painted, and so the action of > 
operetta is provided with local habitarte=s 
of agreeable appearance. The opportunities 
for handsome costumes are abundant and have 
not been neglected. Miss Jansen and Miss 
Urquhart wore some of the most original and 
effective dresses ever seen on the local stage. 
Miss Urquhart’s last costume, however, is alto- 
gether too original and _ effective and 
should be modified at onee. The dresses 
worn by Mr. Mark Smith and Mr. 
Hallam are admirable, and the costumes 
of the chorus are excellentin variety of design 
and color. The stage pictures are at all times 
tull of color, and Myr. Richard . Barker, the im- 

rted stage Manager, has arranged the group- 
ngs and the action quite as wellas if he had 
been in New-York all his life. But, as before 
intimated, **Nadjy’’ 18 not worth the trouble, 
The libretto has a plot, which promises in the 
first act to become uncommonly interesting, 
but which develops into a series of unusually 
seumenpmne incidents tn the seeond act and in 
third results in tediousness and vacnity of the 
most intolerable kind. The situations are not 
striking, though considerable picturesqueness 
is lent them by the attire of the operetta. The 
dialogue is pitifully void of wit or humor, ex- 
cept such as is given it by the interpolation of 
the ever-present lecal allusion and the too 
frequent outburst of modern slang. The fun 
is of a very cheap and inferior order, and 
it is hauled into the operetta by main force. 
The spectacle of a plebelan person in ilMfitting 
hose uttering references to the local politics of 
New-York City acentury or more before the 
period to which he refers will always produce a 
certain amount of laughter; but it has now 
reached a state of decrepitude and possesses 
about as much merit as the inflated bladder on 
the end of astick dear to the souls of lovers 
of negro minstreisy. As for the music of 
‘‘Nadjy” it can only be said that there are a few 
airs which contain some dash and melody, but 
with the exception of two ineffestive introdue- 
tions of the familiar “ Racoczy” maren, no at- 
tempt has been made to utilize the characteris- 
tic rhythms of Hungary. The performance was 
very uneven, the men being much better fitted 
tor their work than the women. James T. Pow- 
ers, a8 Faragas, the companion of Racoczy, did 
much the best work he has yet done in 
comic opera. His scene of intoxication was ex- 
tremely funny, and througheut the evening he 
acted with spirit and good judgment. His top- 
icalsong, ‘‘ It All Depends,” contained some 
more than ordinarily good verses, and his 
dancing was grotesque. Fred Solomon presented 
an excellent piece of character acting, 
full of real humor, as the Margrave 
of Borrumkorf. Mark Smith sang the 
music of Racoczy well, looked handsome, 
ana acted with good effect. Henry Hallam was 
commendably vivacious as the Count de Rosen. 
Miss Marie Jensen was laboring under great dis- 
advantage in having assumed the rdle of Nadjy 
at short notice, owing to the. sudden re- 
tirement of Miss Martinot, and it is pos- 
sible that in the future her work will 
be much better. She acquitted herself 
creditably in some scenes, but in others 
showed clearly that she had not yet developed 
whatever ideas she may have had as to their 
treatment. Miss Isabelle Urquhart was wholly 
inadequate to the demands of Princess 
Etelka, save in respect of appearance. 


Miss Urquhart knows no more about sing-, 


ing than a steam calliope, and her act- 
ing is painful to witness. She was 
handsome in her élaborate costumes—exeept 
the final one—and that is as far as the most 
friendly praise can go. ‘Miss Jennie Weathersby 
was worthy of praise in the minor réle of An- 
gelia. The chorus was large and well drilled, 
and the orchestra performed its share of the 
work excellently. Jesse Williams conducted 
with skill. 


MISS CLAXTON IN BRITISH MELO- 
DRAMA. 

Miss Kate Claxton seems to have suc- 
ceeded at last in her efforts to get a play for her 
repertory as suitable as the well-worn “Two 
Orphans.” “The World Against Her’ will 
never be as popular as the translation of the 
D’Ennery melodrama with which Miss Claxton’s 
artistic fame is inseparably associated, but its 
plot is sufficiently strong and its incidents 
stirring enough to interest the childlike 
playgoer.

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THE LEVEES GIVING WAY 


UILLIONS LOST BY THE MISs.-- 
SISSIPPI FLOOD, 
THOUSANDS OF ACRES OF FERTILE’ 
GROUND ARE UNDER WATER AND 

MUCH YET TO BE FEARED, 


Quincy, IL»«’May 14.—The levees along 
the Mississippi River above and below Quincy 
sommenced giving way last night before the 
jremendous pressure of the flood, and the dam- 
nge already done is incalculable. Yester- 
jay a slight crevasse was made in the 
Indian Grove levee north of Quincy, 
near one of the sluice gates. A  barce 
of rock was promptly sunk at the break. Hun- 
fireds of sacks of sand and bundles of willows 
were thrown in, andan army of men fought the 
flood until daylight this morning. The resist- 
lesg pressure of the water steadily increased the 
opening, and finally, in an instant, a strip of the 
embankment 50 feet wide was swept away. 
The water rushed through in torrents, gradually 
spreading over the’ fine farms and carrying 
everything beforeit. Three other breaks have 
oceurred in the Indian Grove Levee during the 
day, and to-night 15,000 acres of most pro- 
ductive farms are laid waste. 

At neon a crevasse was made in the Sny 
Levee, between Hannibal and Louisiana. The 
break at first was small, but the pressure of the 
water is steadily cutting away the embankment, 


and to-night the opening is 200 feet long. This 
will cause the most serious loss, as there are 
50,000 acres of growing wheat along the Sny 
bottom, most of it being 2 feet high, and 
promising an enormous yield. 

A trip of 30 miles through the inundated 
county gives a slight iaea of the desolation 
caused by the flood. Farmers who had refused 
to leave their homes when warned of the danger 
were compelled to fly fer their lives before the 
advancing water and many of them were 
rescued in boats. They are compelled to camp 
along the bluffs, many families being entirely 
without shelter. So far as coulé 
be learned no lives were lost, but the loss of 
live stock will be considerable. At Quincy the 
water rose seven inches last night, but to-day it 
has fallen one ineh. The decline was caused by 
the breaks in the levees. The tracks of the 
Quincy, Omaha and Kansas City Railway 
are under water for a_ distance of 
two or three miles on the Missouri side of the 
river, and passengers are transferred in skiffs. 
Freight trains on this road have been aban- 
doned. Every road leading into the 
city, excepting the Wabash and the main 
line of the Chicage, Burlington and 
Quincy, is having serious trouble from flooded 
tracks and wash-outs. The pit of the 
largest pump at the city water works Is filled 
with water and the pump is useless. Two 
smaller pumps are still available and for the 
present the eity is safe. Ola river men predict 
that the flood has not reached its highest point, 
and that the worst is yet to come. 


LOUISIANA, Mo., May 14.—The great river : 
tore its way through the Sny levee about day- 
Meht this morning, and the inhabitants of the 
fertile valley woke to find their crops under 
water and the whole territory inundated. The 
break oocurred about 15 miles north of this 
city, and at noon a Niagara of waters, 200 yards 
wide, was pouring into the Sny bottoms. The 
roar of the flood could be heard for miles. and as 
the waters went dashing down the valley the 
people fied panic-stricken to the bluffs, 
five miles away. The Sny bottoms ex- 
tend for 50 miles along the Illinois shore. 
They begin at a point opposite Hannibal 
anudextend below this citymany miles. These 
bottoms contain the most fertile lands in the 
Btate of Dlineis, and this morning this strip of 
land, whieh. will average five miles wide, was 
covered with' the finest wheat and corn crops in 
the country. The water swept everything be- 
fore it, and to-night all that portion of the bot- 
toms south of the break is covered with water. 
The loss will mount into the millions and will 
blight the prospects of the farmers for the year. 
Thousands of acres of vegetables are also de 
stroyed, but nearly all live stock was saved. 


St. Louis. May 14.—The river is steadily 
rising here and the inhabitants of the American 
bottom are moving their stock and portable 
property back to the biuffs. From the experi- 
ence of former years they know the terri- 
tory covered now with hundreds of 
thousands of acres of waving crops 
may to-day be under 10 feet of water. 
Reports from the north are alarming. The 
entire town of Alexandria, Mo.,is inundated 
and five!feet of water covers the principal streets. 
There has been no logs of life, but the property 
loss is heavy. The people are being taken as 
fast as possible to the high lands a couple of 
miles back of the town. 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, May 14.—The river 
here is still rising and is within two and one- 
half inches of the high water of 1881. The bot- 
toms are flooded, basements and cellars on Main- 
street having from six. to eighteen inches 
of water which comes through sewers. 
The Burlington Lumber Company’s mill has 
been closed by water and portions of its yards 
are flooded. The rolling miil has also been com- 
pelled to closs down. The only road troubled 
is the ‘‘Long Line” on thia side of the river, and 
its trouble is below Keokuk. The damage here 
so far is inconsequential. It is thought theriver 
will not rise above the mark of 1881. 


DuBuQukE, Iowa, May 14.—The water in 
the river reached its highest point on Saturday, 
and on that day and Sunday was ata stand- 
still. To-day it has begun to recede slowly and 
so far has fallen one inch from the highest mark 
of Saturday. The worst seems now to be over, 
and it is believed that the water will continue 
to steadily fall off until the river reaches its nor- 
mal stand. None of the saw mills will be able 
to start up before the first of June. 


Kroxuk, Iowa, May 14.—The river con- 
tinues to rise at this point and is now nearly 
one-half foot above the highest mark reached 
during the flood of 1881. No other damage 
than that already reported has been done, and 
it is not thought that the highest point will be 
reached here before Wednesday.

WARD SHERMAN. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 14.—The State 
Republican Convertion ef Alabama will meet at 
the Capitol in Montgomery at 12 o'clock to- 
morrow. The State Executive Committee 
met to-day, and selected William J. Stev- 
ens to be temporary Chairman of the 
convention, which will be called to 
order by Arthur Bingham, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee. The convention’s 
order of business will be to put forth a State 
ticket and elect four delegates from the State at 
large to the National Convention. The dele- 
gates are mostly colored, and have been pouring 
in from all over the State to-day. From 


the outlook to-night the Blaine forces will 
be snowed under to-morrew, a5 A great 
majority of the delegates are for Sherman as the 
man to lead in the Presidential campaign. The 
Shermau men are workers, and a majority of 
the Exeeutive Committe are followers of Sher- 
man. Many Republican politicians in this 
State who have heretofore been ardent sup- 
porters of Blaine fer the Presideney 
are now for Sherman solidly because they 
consider Biaine out of the race. There will be a 
lively fight for placeson the delegation to the 
National Convention. The fight seems to be be- 
tween the white and the biack Republicans.

THE FATAL ENDING OF DR, HOWARD 
PINKNEY’S TRIP ABROAD. 

The sudden death was announced yes- 
terday:from England of Dr. Howard Pinkney of 
this city. Dr. Pinkney left New-York on May 
5, having been induced by his son, Dr. 
William H. Pinkney, to take a journey 
abroad fer the sake of “his health. 

His sen expocted to find waiting for him last 
evening a telegram announcing his safe arrival, 
and indicating his immediate movements. He 
found instead & message stating that his 
father had died suddenly, presumably 
of heart disease almest immediate) 
after boarding a train from Southampt 


to London. Dr. Pinkney immediately tele- 
graphed to have all arrangements made for 
bringing the body te America. It was taken 
from the train at a way station. Dr. Pinkney, 
the elder, was entirely alone on his journey. 
His son says that he was never troubled with 
heart disease before, but that be had suffered 
considerably from neuralgia, which had proba- 
bly been determined to the heart. 

Dr. Howard Pinkey was the son of William 
Townsend Pinkney, and was born Jan. 9, 1837, 
in Henry-street, this city, nis father being at 
that time one of the 10 Governors of Public 
Works. He was graduated from the Frese 
Academy in 1856, receiving the degree of 
A. . In 186 he was graduated 
from the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
and received honorable mention. He,~-went 
from there immediately to Bellevue Hospital 
as House Surgeon, but at the outbreak of the 
war he volunteered as surgeon in the Ninth Regi- 
ment. He served at the battles of Ball’s Bluff, 
Harper’s Ferry, Antietam, and South Moun- 
tain, and was assigned several times to special 
hospital duty, having at one time charge of tho 
United States Army Hospital at Frederick City, 
Maryland. Since the war he has resided in New- 
York, where he built up a lucrative practice. He 
was one of the first physicians in America to 
make a specialty of the study of the ear, and has 
written many articles and pamphlets on that 
subject. He was for 20 years senior surgeen 
of the New York Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
and began and carried on for nine years 
the Unsectarian Dispensary connected with the 
Church of the Holy Trinity. In 1877 he 
was a member of the ew-York dele- 
gation to the International Medieal Con- 
gress at London. He was a member of 
the County Medical Society, of the 
Academy of Medicine, of the Physicians’ Mutual 
Aid Seciety, of the Gynecological Society of 
Boston, of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion, and of Duquesne Lodge, No. 454, F. ana 
A. M 


Dr. Pinkney married in 1863 Miss Clara Schley 
of Frederick City, Md., who died in 1877. His 
only surviving relative is his son and partner, 
Dr. W. H. Pinkney.

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LORD WOLSELEYS REPLY 


HE INSISTS IHAT ENGLAND 
IS IN DANGER, 

AN ARMY OF 100,000 MEN COULD TAKE 
POSSESSION OF THE COUNTRY—THE 
TORIES NEARLY BEATEN IN THE 
COMMONS. 

Lonpon, May 14.—The House of Lords 
this afternoon was crowded with people who 
desired to hear Lord Wolseley’s defense, The 
galleries reserved for peers and peeresses were 
filled. Mr, Gladstone, Mr, Stanhope, Lord RKan- 
dolph Churchill, Viscount Cranberne, and other 
members of the House of Commons crowded the 
steps of the throne. Lord Wolseley, who was 
seated on a cross bench, rose when the Duke of 
Cambridge entered and shook hands with him. 
Upon the appearance of Lord Salisbury Lord 
Wolseley asked leave to make a@ personal ex- 
planation with reference to Lord Salisbury’s 
complaint of his attacking the Government. He 
could not see how an unprejudiced person could 
eonstrnue his remarks into an attack upon the 
Government. He felt that he could not honest- 
ly assail the Government for negligence toward 
the army and navy. In the position which he 
occupied in the administration of the army he 
could not fail to be fully aware of what Mr. 
Stanhope had done and was-deing to render the 
armny efficient. He felt deeply the necessity of 
keeping the forces efficient, and was convinced 
that more might be done than had yet been ac- 
complished. He admitted that the present Gov- 
ernment had done much toward improving the 
military defenses. In the banquet speech re- 
ferred to he-said no more than he did in his 
evidence before the commission of inquiry. 
He still adhered to that evidence, word for 
word, and had nothing whatever to withdraw. 
As long as the navy was as weak as it was now 


‘the army could not hold ita own, dispersed as it 


was allover the world. The defenses at home 
and abroad werein a bad condition. The mili- 
tary forces were not organized as they should 
be; they did not guarantee even the safety of 
the capital. He did not want te create a panic, 
but he maintained that the condition of the 


‘ country was such that if a force of 100,000 men 


succeeded in effecting a landing and were 
properly handled there was no reason why 
they might not take possession of the country. 
He made this statement with a full appreeia- 
tion of his responsibility. He had been tempted 
to resign on Saturday after reading what Lord 
Salisbury had said. The House could not take 
the initiative in the matter, but he placed him- 
self in the hands of the Premier. He did not 
intend to cast a slur upon the Government; he 
had endeavored to the best of his lights to serve 
his sovereign and his country. ([Cheers.]} 

Lord Salisbury held that his strictures upon 
Lord Wolseley’s statement at a recent dinner 
were fully warranted. At the same time he 
accepted Lord Wolseley’s disavowal of any in- 
tention to attack the Government. He only 


‘hoped that if Lord Wolseley had occasion to 


assail the administration in the future he would 
do se in the House. He trusted that Lord 
Wolseley would not take the matter too seri- 
ously. Heshould regret the General’s leaving 
the service asthe greatest blow that could fall 
on the military administration. Lord Wolseley’s 
statement regarding the weakness of the coun- 
try’s defense would be seriously inquired into. 
In the meantime he deprecated the practice of 
officers speaking over the heads of the Gevern- 
ment and thus destroying the Ministerial author- 
ity and shattering the administrative machine. 
{‘* Hear, hear.”’] 

The Duke of Cambridge said that every now 
and then he and Lord Wolseley did not agree, 
but they disagreed without quarreling. If these 
matters were to be discussed in open House be- 
tween the Commander-in-Chief and the Adju- 
tant-General it would be most detrimental to 
the interests of the public service. ([‘Hear, 
hear !’’) : 

In the House of Commons this evening, the 
King-Harman Salary bill being in the committee 
stage, an amendment offered by Mr. Heneage, 
(Liberal Unionist,) that the salary be paid eut 
of the funds already provided for the Lord- 
Lieutenant, was negatived under cloture by 
a vote of 191 to 183. The; result 
was greeted with vociferous cheers by the 
Trish members, as only the absence of 10 
Parnellites kad saved the measure from defeat. 
Mr. Parnell, in addition toissuing the ordinary 
whip, personally telegraphed to 40 members 
last Saturday, in order to insure their attend- 
ance this evening. Messrs. Russell of Tyrone, 
Heneage, and Lee opposed the Government, but 
the bulk of the Unionists abstained from voting. 

Mr. Parnell says that he never heard of the 
alternative plans for a Crown colony and the 

resent system until he read Lord Carnarvon’s 
etter. He does not recollect Lord Carnarvon’s 
mentioning a fimitation with reference to the 
Crown’s appointing the judiciary. He finds no 
fault with the general tone of Lord Carnarvon’s 
rejoinder, which, he says, is the first distinct ad- 
mission from him. Mr Parnell denies that the 
interview was held in Lord Carnarvon’s house, 

Ataocrowded meeting of citizens of London 
to-iay resolutions were adopted urging the Gov- 
ernment without delay to deal effectively with 
the national defenses. A mass meeting was ar- 
ranged for June 5, 

In the case of the Rev. Father McFadden of 
Gweedore, County Donegal, whose sentence to 
three months’ imprisonment for holding unlaw- 
ful meetings was on appeal increased to six 
months, the Exchequer Court has granted a 
conditional order directing that the priest’s case 
be again brought up for argument on the ques- 
tion whether a County Ceurt has the power to 
increase a sentence, 

The election to fill the vacancy in the House 
of Commons for the 8t. Stephen’s Green Divis- 
ion of Dublin, caused by the death of Edmund 
Dwyer Gray, was held to-day. Thomas A. Dick- 
soa, (Parneliite,) was elected by a vote of 4,819, 
against 2,933 received by the Conservative can- 
didate, Mr. Sexton. 

Twenty-five erofter families, numbering 113 
souls, embarked at Stornoway for Manitoba to- 
day. Pipers played dirges as the erofters left 
their homes. 

Hundreds of Jewish and German bakers in 
East London have struck work on account of 
excessive hours of labor. They paraded about 
the city to-day. 

The Anglo-Danish Exhibition at Kensington 
was formally epened to-day by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. 

Mr. Chamberiain, presiding at a lecture on 
Africa this evening, made a speech in which 
he said that both political parties had shirked 
their duties in their South African policy 
and had done everything to get rid of their 
responsibilities. ‘‘ This policy,” he aaid, ** has 
been a conspicuous failure. We ought to ae- 
sont oF obligations and offer to protect friendly 
ohiefe.”

The Russian Count Strogonoff and his sister,

men, have been captured in Asia Minor by a 
tribe of Curd nomads, who demand an immense 
ransom. 

A volcoanic eruption and waterspenut have oe- 
eurred in New-Pomerania, New-Guinea, doing 
immense damage. Many natives and three 
Germans were killed.

DR. MACKENZIE TALKS FRANKLY OF 
THE KAISER’S CONDITION. 

Berri, May 14.—The Emperor had a 
good night. He arose at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Tne discharge of pus has lessened. The Em- 


peror walked about his rooms during the day, 
and transacted oftioial business by permission of 
the doctors. 

Prof. Virchow examined the Emperor to-day. 
Hie afterwards told Dr. Mackenzie that he was 
much puzzled, and was even now unable to de- 
fine the disease. 

The Emperor continued to experience diffi- 
culty in swallowing. This is partly due to the 
pressure of the canula, which, however, does 
not prevent his taking solids. He received 
Prince Bismarck to-day, sitting ina chair dur- 
ing the interview. 

‘the Frewsinnige Zeitung says: “ In the opinion 
of the doctors even if the Emperor’s malady is 
of a cancerous nature there 18 no reason why 
his life shoula be measured by an arbitrary cal- 
culation of months, let alone weeks.”

The Emper'c is considering the advisability 
of extending clemency to army and navy offend- 
ers.

Dr. Mackenzie. Mr, Stead was received by the 
doctor in a large, light room in the centre of the 
castle. The apartment had three bay windows 
and three doors. Several diagrams of the Em- 
peror’s head were on the walls, and on a table 
were sketches of canulas and a number of books, 
jineinding Arnold’s *‘ Essays on Criticism.” Dr. 
Mackenzie looked worn and anxious and showed 
traces of the long vigils he had maintained in 
his attendance upon the Emperor. During the 
interview he was repeatedly summoned to the 
Emperor’s room by an electric bell. He stated 
to Mr. Stead that his patientis all that could be 
desired in the way of temper, patience, and 
cheerfulness. Heis obedient and trustful and 
as well dispositioned as a child. He bears pain 
renga A and does not indulge in needless worry- 
ing. The rumors that he had asked the Chaplain 
to pray for his release from his sufferings and 
that he longed for death were untrue. It is by 
no means certain, said the doctor, that he has 
made up his mind that heisdying. He does 
not suffer from the canula, although in- 
flammation and the sloughing away of 
portions of dead cartilage causes him incon- 
venience. The reports of the bad odor 
pervading the sick room are gross exaggera- 
tions. Until his Majesty’s recent severe attack 
of illpess he sat at the table at meal times with 
his family and went about, and he did not dis- 
commode any one. The doctor said that if the 
Emperor’s strength improved he hoped he eould 
be removed soon to Potsdam. The Emperor is 
in the habit of mind common to all chronics, 
who alternate between the belief that they will 
live a souple of years, when they mentally plan 
for the future, and the fear that all will be over 
with them ina few days. Although apparently 
robust, his Majesty has not much recuperative 
pewer, and this circumstance would have ren- 
dered fatal the operation proposed in May of 
last year. Dr. Mackenzie said in conclusion: 
“The Emperor is certainly suffering from peri- 
chondritis, which, with disease of the cartilages, 
is very dangerous, though not necessarily fata. 
If he alse has cancer, that will necessarily prove 
fatal sooner or later.” 


BOULANGER’S JOURNEY.

MACBETH WINS THE DERBY 


GALLIFET BHRATEN BADLY 

BY THE SON OF MAODUFE. 

COVINGTON RIDES WITH GOOD JUDG- 
MENT AND SNATCHES THE VICTORY 
FROM THE FAVORITE, 


LoviIsvILLF, May 14.—The fourteenth 
Kentucky Derby has beenrnn, and of the 10,000 
people who passed into the grounds through the 
grand stand gate only the few who took a 
long chance on Macbeth felt repaid for 
their gate money and carriage hire. Even 
the 5,000 who occupied the free field 
felt a shade of disgust at the rather disappoint- 
ing exhibition. Of the nine horses posted to 
start on Saturday night only seven showed on 
the track at tne call of the saddling bell. Prince 
Charlie had developed a lame leg, and the 
Baldwin Stable did not think Wonderland 
good enough to carry the Maltese cross, 50 
he was not substituted for the lame Prince. 


Long Roll was also scratehed, although the 
superstitious were out with their two-dollar bills 
to back him on the strength of the legend that, 
ip every Derby where there was an entry hav- 
ing two 0’s in his name, the double O had borne 
his colors to victory, whether or not those 
colors were pea green. 

The day was most unpropitious for racing. 
The light rain that fell for a time last night, 
xiving promise of a slow, if not a heavy track, 
gave way before midnight to a cool 
wave that shrunk the mercury to 
46° and held it close to that point all 
day. The wind that blew across 
the classic Churchill Downs had a nipping and 
an eager air, and its iciness congealed the thin 
blue blood in the veins of the seven thorough- 
breds and caused the onlookers to button elese 
around their shaking persons overcoats and 
undercoats. The disagreeableness of the atmos- 
pay was entirely forgotten between the saa- 
dling bell and the start, only to come back two- 
pia when tho disappointing finish had been 
made. 

As the seven starters, with their colors up, 
galloped past the grand stand toward the post, 
The Chevalier and Gallifet were the only ones 
to receive greetings of applause. They both’ 
looked racy; and the wagging tongues, though 
nearly all conceding the race to Barnes’s hand- 
some chestnut colt, were almost unanimous in the 
expression thatif he was pushed at the finish 
Labold’s brown colt would be the goad behind 
him. A few took kindly to Scully’s King Bau 
colt as he went by nervously pulling on his bit, 
but no one seemed inelined to sing 
the praises of Macduifl’s 80h, the 
favorite of four weeks ago, 
as he galloped sleepily up the track. He 
lovked suspiciously well, it is true, but slue- 
gish enough to give tone to the rumor that 
his recent poor races had setin circulation, that 
he was stale.

SYNDICATE. 


The fight that has-been. instituted by 
Tammany Hall'leaders against*trusts was con- 
tinued yesterday by an: argument being made 
before Attorney-General Tabor, in the Court of 
Common Pleas, Chambers, with a view to per- 
euade the Attorney-General that it was his-duty 
to institute suits against the originators and 
abettors of the schemes. The warfare was 
begun on the Sugar Trust, and if the Attorney- 
General shall institute proceedings against that 
trust others will be taken up in turn. The 
Tammany Hall committee were represented 
yesterday by Gen. Roger A. Pryor, ex-Senator 
Foster, ex-Senator Grady, and T. C. T. Crain, 
while John E. Parsons alone put in the defense 
that there were no grounds upon which the 
Attorney-General could legally bring proceed- 
ings. There were afew persons present at the 
hearing, including Theodere and Harry O. 
Havemeyer, John 8. Searles, and Lawson N. 
Fuller. Nearly five hours were spent by the 
Attorney-Generat in listening to the lawyers. 
He will take alittle time to decide the matter, 
and both sides will aid him in coming to a de- 
cision by giving him briefs. 

The petition.to the Attorney-General alleged 
that the Sugar Refineries’: Company, which is 
composed of the two Havemeyers, John Searles, 


Jn, J. A. Stursberg, John,E. Parsons, Charles H. 
Seuff, T. C. Mathiessen, John Jurgenson, J. B. 
Thomas, and others, had exercised certain cor- 
porate rights and franchises not eranted them 
by the Siate. They had used a corporate name, 
a common seal, and had made contracting obli- 
gations under such name. Privileges had been 
exercised belonging to a corporation to the dam- 
age and prejudice,of the people of the State. 

The answer to these allegations was that the 
sugar refineries never made contracts, had not 
usurped the functions of a corporation, and was 
a general denial of all the charges. It was 
alleged in the answer that the proceedings had 
been started avowedly for political effect and 
were without just foundation. As the Attorney- 
General in a second complaint had been asked to 
proceed against the North River Refining Com- 
pany specitically on the ground that the refinery 
had been ciesed under the direction of the Sugar 
Trast and that its charter should be vacated, Mr. 
Parsons put in an answer in regard to this com- 
pany. It was claimea that business had been 
stopped because of theact of the Legislature for 
the Jaying out of new parks, which took in the 
property at Corlears aud Water streets. To do, 
@ paying ‘business new appliances were needed 
in the refinery. 

The arguments covered much of the ground 
gone over by the Senate investigating commit- 
tee. Mr. Crain began the argument in behalf of 
the committee. He held that the Sugar Re- 
fineries’ Company was'a monopoly, and that a, 
monopoly was « public nuisance. He quoted 
troin the section of the Code of Civil Procedure 
that empowers the Attorney-General to proceed 
on his own information or on the complaint of a 
private person “against one or more persons 
who act as a corporation within the State with- 
out being duly incorporated or exercise within 
the State any corporate rights, privileces, or 
franchises not granted them by the law of the 
State.” The ferce of the word “ any” was espe- 
cially called attention to. It was not necessary 
that all rights should be exercised to cause good 
ground for bringing a suit, but if some priv- 
ileges of a corporatien were exercised it would 
be safiicient. He also read from the agreement 
of the sugarrefiners which came out during 
the Senate committee investigation last Winter. 
The North River Retining Company had been 
one of the signers of this agreement. 

The use of wu name and seal, Mr. Crain charged, 
was exercising aright of a corporate body, and 
he also held that the law forbade corporations: 
joining in associations, The causes assigned for 
the agreement of the sugar refiners had been to 
promote economy of administration and cost of 
refining, to meet unlawful organization of labor, 
and to promote the interest of all parties. These 
avowed objects were excellent and almost phi- 
lanthropic, but it required a meagre application 
of common sense to see that they would not 
have banded together for the lastreason, There 
was more behind it. Mr. Crain believed the 
Attorney-General! should institute an action on 
the ground thatthe trust constituted a monopoly 
and was against public policy because 1t was a 
restraint to trade. It should be a public inquiry, 
as there was no redress except in that way, 
through the Attorney-General, who stood for the 
people. 

Gen. Pryor stamped the reason that the North 
River Refining Company had stopped its work 
because the city wanted the land as a shameful 
pretext. The Secretary of the company had 
testified that the refinery had ceased running as 
soon as it had been sold out. The cessation was: 
not because of the new park, but because the 
combination found it best to limit the produc- 
tion. There was no intimation that they in- 
tended to resume. 

The petitions to the Attorney-General, Gen. 
Pryor said, were signed by reputable gentle- 
men impelled by the highest motives of public 
policy and public good, and they were ready to 
push thoir prosecution to a victorious con- 
clusion, According to the agreement, the com- 
panies interested turned into the Board of the 
Sugar Refineries Company all the stock to be 
held in trust by them, and to return to stock- 
holders of the companies certificates upon which 
they received the pro rata share of earnings. 
The board possessed and wielded ultimate power 
over every corporation in the combination, and 
could dictate the price of sugar. It held control 
over the Directors of every company. Having 
this power relegated to it, in self-interest there 
could be no question of its exercising it. 

Gen. Pryor quoted some decisions in regard to: 
the liability of combinations to repress compsti- 
tion and charged that such combinations were 
against the spirit of the common law and were 
repugnant to jurisprudence. The work of a 
combination to enhance the purse of public 
funds was held to be criminalin one instance. 

Upon Mr. Parsons asking Gen. Pryor as to 
What proceedings the Attorney-General could 
institute, the lawyer replied that he had the 
are to institute proceedings in the shape ofa 

Ll of indictmext or a bill in equity, and inti- 
mated that the members of the board who.cen- 
trolled the refiners were liable to indictment. 

Gen. Pryor argued that the beard had exer- 
cised corporate rights by using a seal, in their 
name, and by their transactions with the North 
River Refining Company. The monopoly was a 
public nuisance, and a public nuisance was a 
violation ofa public right. The peoplein this 
ease had a right to buy their sugar at a fair 
market prive and not be subject to » combina- 
tion of capital actually engaged in limiting the 
production, 

Mr. Parsons followed Gen. Pryor, and said his 
clients were men of high standing, gentlemen, 
aud at the head ofa great industry. The term 
indictment had been used, and if the proceed- 
ings were nuthorized by the Attorney-General 
they would be classed under the ban 
of criminals. The prosecutors were the 
representatives of -a great political organi- 
zation. He thought the action was 
for political effect and that it led i to placing 
employes against their employers. In regard to 
the North River Refining Company, he said the 
stoppage was because of the land being con- 
demned for a park. The company could not 
seek new land and build a new refinery with 
necessary appliances without receiving pay for 
the old onc. When they were paid the company 
would probably buiid a new refinery in another 
piace. 

The prosecutors wanted the charter taken 

* away because they did not keep on the business 
ata loss when the city had taken the land, and 
it would be folly to put the necessary appli- 
ances in the old building. 

Taking up the subject of the Board of the 
Sugar Trust, Mr. Parsons held there was noth- 
ing illegal in its action, and that it had not 
treapassed upon corporate privileges or exer- 
cised corporate functions. It had a seal, be- 
cause & seal was needed as a guarantee. It used 
a seal to lend the necessary impertance to acts,as 
the testator placed a seaion his will. If it was 
aguinst the law for any man to hold stock in 
two companies many were doing the same 
thing. The sugar companies bad been doing a 
losing business for years. They formed the 
arrangement by which the appliances of one 
refinery were placed at the disposal of another. 
The men in the board simply became holders of 
stockin the refineries of all the companies in the 
agreement. The agreement showed the objects 
of the combination were laudable, and Mr. Par- 
eons challengedthe other side to produee a sin- 
gis thing that had been done unlawfully.

:ADVICES: FROM! THE: WEST MAKE-A BULE- 
ISH’ MARKET. 

The condition of the grain market kept the 
 brokersa‘on the Produce Exchange in a constant 
state ofexcitement yesterday, and when thay 
‘were not busily at work in the wheat pit they 
were busy trading opinions as to the state of 
trade. The prices which were reached on 
Saturday in wheat and corn were not only 
maintained but passed yesterday, and when 
the Exchange finished its business for the day 
June red wheat wasjup to 987, cents, as against 
97%, on Saturday, and December red was up to 
$1 015g, as against.$1 on Saturday. The market 
“under these conditions was, of course, 
purely a speculative one, and there was 


no trading whatever in. actual wheat. The ex- 
porters said that it had gone up more than 5 
points above their limit and in conseguence 
there was no buying for exportation. May corn 
advanced from 67 to 69 cents, ana June rose to 
667,—a gain of the fraction. The total sales of 
options in wheat were about 18,500,000 bushels 
and the total sales ef options in corn about 
1,700,000. Everything about the market 


seemed bullish and the bear element was not. 


-plentiful. 
Advices from the West were of a decidedly 
bullish character. The Chicago market was all 
bull, and some dispatches stated that bets were 
very freely oftered in that city that wheat would 
be sold fat $1 per bushel there within a day or 
two. The Chicago price is several points behind 
the New-York price. The reports from the 
_Northwest of the damage to the crops from cold 
weather and delay in seeding were supple- 
mented by reports that floods were also threat- 
ening «the crops. Somereports were @ little 
more rose-colored, and intimated that the crops 
weuld be allrizht and that there,would be a 
reasonably pientiful supply. 
That the market in Chicago was being manipu- 
lated by the big operators there was not doubted 
\ by many of the brokers on the floor, Advan- 
‘tage had been taken of the conditions which 
made the prospect for the crop look gloomy, and 
such big Western grain men as W. R. Linn, John 
Cudahy, Schwartz & Dupree, and Bloom were 
credited with much of the responsibility for 
the rise in prices. Linn and Cudahy were 
buying yesterday, and the others mentioned 
were reported as selling. Those who do not 
believe that the market hes been manipulated 
in Chicago say that the operators in the West 
have come to the conclusion that there is te bea 
short crop and that the rise in the price is sim- 
ply and eutirely the natural result of this con- 
clusion, One dispatch from Chicayo saying that 
the bulis had *‘ velvet an inch thick,” and that 
the market was open to ail was shown in sup- 
port of this belief, and another, saying that 
brokers who acted in behalf of country millers 
had their hands full of orders, was spoken of as 
pointing the same way. 
Those whose belief in the manipulation theory 
Was strong took a hopeful view of the crops, 
and it was argued that while the Gevernment 
report issued May 10 was discouraging, yet 
this report was based on conditions existing 
on and before May 1, and that since that time 
there had been copious rains in the grain- 
growing regions, and that the chances for good 
‘crops were materially improved. One thing 
that occasioned general surprise was the state- 
*ment of the * visible supply” which was posted 
yesterday morning. This showed that the num- 
ber of bushels of wheat ‘in sight” now is 
29,271,771, while at the same time last year 
the number was 44,458,000 bushels. There 
was a similar diminution in amount of corn 
‘in sight.” That much of the grain has simply 
been lost sight of by shipping to some lake port 
is thought probable, and many believe it will 
turn up all right. 
A number of New-York grain men have been 
‘in the West looking over the prospects. J. L. 
Gill and E. Bailey of Rice, Quinby & Co., F. V. 
Dare of Armour, Plankinton & Co., and Will- 
iam H. Wallace were among them, aud are now 
on their way back to this city. Mr. Quinby of 
Rice, Quinby & Co., said yesterday, in speaking 
of the advices he had received from the firm’s 
representative in the West: ‘All our corre- 
spondents state that Winter wheat, whicn is 
grown in Ohio and Illinois and other States, is 
damaged from 25 to 50 per cent. Late letters 
. declare that the old wheat is exhausted, and that 
“it is difficult for the millers to get any fer their 
mills. More seasonable weatherfrom May 1 
has very materially helped. the appearances of 
new creps. As to the Northwest, where the 
Spring wheat is grown. seeding was late, but the 
bulk of the crop is now in, and Dakota promises 
well. Thereserve wheat in the Northwest is 
much more plentiful than elsewhere.”

POSITIVZLY UNJUST 

CLARED AGAINST. 


In spite of the declarations reported yes- 
terday as having been made by the Irish leader, 
Michael Davitt, condemning the Papal rescript 
and resenting any interference with the po- 
litical actions of the National League promi- 
nent Irish-Americans in thia city are not united 
in their opinions of the rescript. As a general 
thing considerable reluctance was expressed to 
giving any decided opinion as to the decree yes- 
terday. Joseph J. O’ Donohue, when asked what 


he thought of the justice of the decree, said that 
he really was not familiar enough with it to 
say much. “But one thing I will say,” said 
Mr. O’Donohue emphatically, “I am a firm 
Cathelic and a believer in all the doctrines of 
the church, but lam an Awerican citizen. Ido 
not believe that any church has the right to in- 
terfere with the politics of a country. I be- 
heve in home rniefor Ireland, and no one has a 
right to stop Irishiwen in their attempt to obtain 
it, and they cannot stop them!” 

Eugene Kelly, the banker, was seen at his 
oflice, 45 Exchange-place. and said, when asked 
the same question, “I think it is childish to sup- 
poss that [ could at once give an answer toa 
question like that. Itisa question of a great 
deal of difficulty, and it requires much nicety in 
answering it. There aretwo things that are 
certain, however. The tirst is that the right of 
revointion is a recognized thing in the doctrines 
of the Catholic Church whenever suiiicient cause 
for it exists in the shape of outrageous tyranny 
and oppression and if a chance of success pre- 
sents itself. The second factis that the church 
recognizes the right of a man to live In the coun. 
try where he is born, and, therefore, although 
the contract of the tenant to pay certain rent to 
the landlord is a contract which, in the eyes of 
the church and the law, should be fulfilled, the 
tenant’s right to retain from the proceeds of his 
land suificient to feed himself and tamilyisa 
right recognized by the church. Now the Papal 
rescript declared itself only against the actions 
in Ireland that were deemed unjust things that 
no church could fail to condemn, such as the 
retention of the entire rent, the boycott, and 
other things of the kind. 

“The violence resorted to and the use of dy- 
namite are certainly things that would be dis- 
countenanced by any Christian church. As to 
astual political interference in the affairs of 
Ireland, I do not believe that the Pope of Rome 
ever has attempted such a thing, ever would or 
ever could. He simply informs the people as to 
what is just and what unjust in the course which 
they are to pursue. Thus, you see, while tha 
church admits theright of revolution in cases 
of oppression where there is a good chance of 
being successful in resistance and admits that 
the tenant hasaright to retain sufficient for 
his ewn support, it discountenances the boycott 
system and the retention of the whole rent.”

ANXIOUS BRIDGR IRUSTHES,

“Too UNCERTAIN ABOUT THEIR POSITIONS 
TO DO MUCH BUSINESS. 
Tho Brooklyn Bridge Trustees held what 


’ some of them believed was their last meeting as 


an official board yesterday afternoon. The peti- 
tion of the pilots to have the electric lights on 
the bridge screened was referred to the Presi- 
dent and the chief engineer. A motion looking 
to an investigation, based on a letter from Enal- 
neer Wellington complaining that the Trustees 
had found fault with adopting Mr. Barnes’s 
plan instead of his own, was tabled. * 
Trustee Clarke then submitted a long letter 
explaining his action on the Terminal Commit- 
tec. The board, he said, was asked to recon- 


sider its action at its last meeting. If it could 
be shown that such a motion was for the public’s 
good he would vote for it. It had been publicly 
stated that the estimates of the chief engineer 
were falsification of facts and intended to de- 
ceive the board, and, by exaggerating the cost 
of a certain patented plan, to prevent its adop- 
tion, the inference being that, if this charge 
wers true, the members of the board would 
hasten to reconsider its action and adopt the 
rejected plan because it was the best that could 
be devised. Mr. Clarke looked upon that plan 
with distrust, but he was in favor of a cir- 
culatory system that would do away with loco- 
motives. 

The rejected patent system, Mr. Clarke con- 
tinued, was most dangerous. Could anything 
be more hazardous than a train of 18 oars full 
of passengers running down a grade of 170 feet 

er mile with another similar trainin front of 

t? Should the grips fail to let go or the brakes 
fail to work the heavy 18-car train stand- 
ing on the main track could not be got out of the 
way in time to prevent a disaster too shocking 
to contemplate. The plan adopted by the board 
atits last meeting was like Engineer Emery’s 
as to bringing ix the trains. To take them to 
the out-beund track it continued the long- 
used and safe practice of tail switching. It 
was absolutely safe. No full trains erossed 
each other's tracks, and if an inceming train ran 
away there was always an empty track for it. 
But instead of switching trains by a locomotive 
it was possible to bring trains around curves in 
the rear of the platforms, and this could pe done 
by auxiliary cables. By this double system a 
capacity greater than that claimed for the re- 
jected patent system could be attained. The 
reason why this system was not recommended 
by the Terminal Committee was that the cost 
would be enormous, chiefly owing to the large 
extent of land to be acquired. Why, asked Mr. 
Clarke, should he and his colleagnes exaggerate 
the cost of a plan they would like to adopt? 

Gen. Barnes moved that the President appoint 
acommittee to ascertain and report the cost 
and feasibility of obtaining all the land not now 
owned by the Trustees on the block bounded by 
Sands, Fulton, and High streets for a public 
square as an approach to the bridge in connec- 
tion with the new terminal atation. 

Trustees Bush and Thurber hoped that the 
mover would withdraw the resolution, as it 
might be the last meeting of the board, and per- 
haps the Governor had already signed the bill 
abolishing it. Soe Gevu. Barnes withdrew his 
resolution. 


FOR THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


THE COMPAGNIE GENERALE TRANSAT- 
LANTIQUE’S MARINE PANORAMA. 

One of the novel and most interesting 
features of the World’s Fair to be held in Paris 
next year will be an exhibition turnished by 
the Compagnie Générale Transatlantique. 
With characteristic enterprise the company has 
formed a syndicate to guarantee tho sonstruc- 
tion of @ panorama and several dioramas giv- 
ing full-sized reproductions of the principal 
vessels of the company. ‘he spectator will 
view the panorama as from the deck of the new 


vessel, the Touraine, now building, and will find 
himself in the centre of the port of Havre. 
About the new steamer will be grouped the 
company’s fleet, including La Gascogne, La 
Bourgozne, La Bretagne, La Champagne, and 
La Normandie. The fieet will appear gayly 
decorated with bunting, and in some cases with 
the officers and crew upon the decks. La Tou- 
raine, which will be the central figure of the 
panorama, is to be of 11,000 horse porwer, 160 
meters in length, and will have two screws. 
She is expacted to surpass in speed any steamer 
now vlying between New-York and European 
ports. 

The dioramas will be 11 innumbcr. The first 
will represent the dockyard at Penboet, Saint 
at the momeut of the Jaunch of a new 
steamer. This will be an imposing scene, show- 
ing the crowds of men, women, and children, 
enthusiastically waving handkerchiefs and hats 
as the mammoth vessel slides gracefully into 
the water. 

The second diorama will show the steamer’s 
engines as they have been constructed in a build- 
ing shed of the dockyard. It will be of especial 
interest to those interested in machinery. 

The third will represent the company’s dock 
at Havre during the embarkation of passengers 
for New-York. 

The fourth will show the companionway and 
saloon of the Champagne; and the fifth will be 
the dining room of the Champagne during din- 
ner. A realistic scene of good cheer on board 
ship, after the passengers have evercome their 
mal de mer. 

The smoking room of the Champagne will be 
shown in No. 6. This is a scene not often visible 
to ladies. even though they be passengers on a 
ship where its counterpart is daily enacted. 
The others will reveal in turn an emigrants’ 
compertment after a meal, a view of the fire 
room of the Chatpagne, and the arrival of the 
Champagne, and other transatiautic steamers at 
Marseilles and Algiers. 

Tne Compagnie Générale, which will derive 
considerable benefit from the exhibition, bas 
made arrangements with the guaranteeing syn- 
dicate by which its financial and technical as- 
‘sistance is assured. Tne company will under- 
take the construction, the management for three 
years, and the free transport of the panorama 
and dioramas to England and the United States 
after the close of the Universal Exhibition of 
1889. 

The company has reserved for itsshareholders 
the privilege of joining the guaranteeing syndi- 
cate, and taking an interest in the venture pro- 
portionate to the number of shares. The total 
cost of the exhibition will be about 400,000f.

Kiernan said there was no cesspool in the 
cell, only & sink; that the sheets were changed 
weekly, and that as forrats and mice they some- 
times appeared among the prisoners. Warden 
Osborne said that the Tombs was in its general 
sanitary condition way behind the age. One of 
the first things he intended to do was to remedy 
the plumbing, which was bad. Lawrence was 
confined in Cell 76 on the second tier of tho 
old prison. The cell did not look particulariy 
inviting, but was not filthy, nor were any foul

A REHEARING IN THE TELE- 
PHONE CASHES DENIED. 
WRITS OF HABEAS CORPUS REFUSED 

IN THE PATTI TICKET SWINDLE 
—WESTERN UNION TAXES, 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Tho Supremes 
Court to-day denied the application for a rehear- 
ing of the telephone case. This application was 
made by the People’s and Overland Telephone 
Companies, who ciaim that Drawbaugh and not 
Bell was the first inventor of the telephone. 
Justice Miller announced the decision. He said 
that he had a large number of other decisions tu 
make on applications for rehearings which he 
would simply hand to the Clerk. He said that 
in view of the importance of the telephone 
cases, he would announce the court’s opinion 
in that matter orally. He simply sald that as 
none of the three Justices who had concurred in 
the, opinion of Chief-Justice Waite upholding 
the validity of Bell’s patent had requested a re- 


hearing, and that as ‘it was the settled rule of 
the court not to grant rehearings unless this were 
done, the application must be denied. _ 

The Supreme Court rendered an opinion sus- 
taining the decision cf tho court belowin the 
case of Pliant Mahon, appellant, vs. Abner Juc- 
tice, Jailer of Pike County, Ky. This is an ap- 
pitcation for a writ of habeas corpus, arising 
eut of the celebrated Hatfield-McCoy vendetta, 
aud is brought here on appeal from the Circuit 
Court for the District of Kentucky, which de- 
clined to grant the writ. Mahon, who tsa Cciti- 
zen. of West Virginia, was indicted 
in 1882 by the Circuit Court cf Pike 
County, Ky., on three charges of will- 
fuk and deliberate murder. In Septem- 
ber of Jast year the Governor of Kentucky made 
& requisition upon the Governor of West Vir- 
ginia for the surrender of Mahon to answer the 
indictments found against him, and appointed 
Frank Phillips an agent to bring Mabon into the 
State of Kentucky when arrested under tho 
requisition. The Governor of West Virginia re- 
fused to comply with the requisition, and in 
January last Phillips and others seized Maton 
in West Virginia and forcibly carried him to Pike 
County, where he was thrown into jail charged 
with murder. The Governor of West Virginia 
made a formal demand for Mahon’s 
release, which was refused by the 
Governor of Kentucky, and application was 
then made for a writ of habeas corpus. 
It was contended on behalf of Mahon that this 
action of Pnillips was a violation of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, becauso it deprived 
him of his liberty without due process of law, 
while counsel for the State of Kentucky main 
tained that the action of Phillips in seizing 
Mahon was unauthorized, bnt that the State of 
Kentucky was fully justified in holding him 
when he was found within her borders, and that 
ths question of how he came there was not one 
to be considered. Any remedy sought to ve ap- 

lied. it was asserted, must bo brought against 

hillips fer trespass and not ovgainst the 
State of Kentucky. The court in ils opin- 
jon says that the Governor of West Vir- 
ginta in his application proceeded upon 
the theory thatit was the duty of the United 
States to secure the inviolability of the territory 
of the State from the lawless invasion of per- 
sons from other States, and when parties had 
peen forcibly taken from her territory, to afford 
he means of compelling their return, and that 
thia obligation could be enforced by writ of 
habeas cocpus. The court then enunciates the 
following as its views with regard to ihe rights 
of States in these casea: “If the States of the 
Union were possessed of an absolute sovereign- 
ty instead of a limited one they could demand 
of each other reparation for an unlawful inva- 
sion of their territory and the surrender of par- 
ties abducted and parties committing the offense, 
and in case of refusal to comply with the demand 
eould resort. to reprisals er take such other 
measures.as they might @eem necessary as re- 
dress for the past aud security for the future. 
But the States of the Union aro not absolutely 
sovereign. Treir ability to prevent invasions 
of their territory and the forcible abduction of 
persons residing within it consists only in their 
power to punish all violations of their criminal 
laws committed within tbeir limits, whether by 
their own citizens or by citizens of other States. 
If such violators have escaped from the jurisdic- 
tion of the State invaded their surrender can 
be secured upon proper demand on the Execu- 
live of the State to whieh tbey have fied, 
The surrender of the fugitives in such cases 
to the State whose laws have been violated is 
the only aid provided by the laws of the United 
States forthe punishment of depredations and 
violence committed in one State by intruders 
and lawless bands from other States. The 
offenses committed by such parties are against 
the State; and the laws of the United States 
merely provide the means by which their pres- 
ence can be secured in case they have fled trom 
ita justice. No mode is provided by which a 
person unlawfully abéucted from one State .to 
another can be restored to the State from which 
he was taken, if heid upon any process of law 
for offenses against the State to which he has 
been carried. If not thus held he can, like any 
other person wrongfully detained of his liberty, 
obtain his release from detention on habeas 
corpus. Whether Congress might not provide 
for the compulsory restoration to the State of 
parties wrongfully abducted from its territory 
upon application of the partics, or of the State, 
aud whether such provision would not greatly 
tend to the public peace along the borders of 
ifferent States, are not matters for present con- 
sideration. Itis sufficient now that no means 
for such redress through the courts of the United 
States have as yet been provided.” Judgment 
affirmed. Opinion by Justice Field. Justice 
Bradley, in a vigorous oral dissent, announced 
that he did not concur in the views of the court’ 
on this matter, and said that he might some day 
state his objectionsin writing. Justice Harlan 
also stated that he did not concur in the court's 
opinion. 

‘The conrt also rendered an opinion in the case 
of George Benson, appellant, vs. Juan WN, 
Navarro, Mexican Consul-General, and the Re- 
public of Memeo. This is an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus brought here by ap- 

»ea! from the Circuit Court for the Southern 

Nistrict of New-York, that court having dented 
the application for a writ. This court sustains 

hat decision. This suitis known as the Patti 
ticket-swiudling case of the oity of Mexice. 
Benson, in the latter part of November, 1886, 
Visited the city of Mexico, and by reprerssnting 
himself as the ageut of Henry E. Abbey, who 
had arranged for a number of performances in 
the principal theatre there by Mme. Adelina 
Patti and other singers, sold bogus tickets of 
admission tothe people of the city of Mexico 
amounting in all to nearly ©25,000. He then 
“fied to the United States and was arrested in 
New-York City in January, 1888, on a charge 
of obtaining money on false pretenses. Requi- 
sition was made for his extradition, and the 
charge was afterward changed to forgery. 
Pending a decision by the President on the 
requisition fer his extradition, the prisoner, 
through his counsel, made application for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was refused by the 
lower court, and an appeal was taken. The 
alleged forgery consisted in the stamping of the 
name of Mr. Abbey on the theatre tickets, and 
it wasclaimed that thisdid not constitute a 
forgery within the meaning of the extradition 
laws. Theopinion says: ‘‘We are not satistied 
that the crime of forgery, even at common law, 
is limited to the production by means of a 
pen of the resemblance of some ‘man’s 
genuine signature, which was’ produced with 
apen. Sucha view of the subject would ex- 
clude from the definition of this crime all such 
instruments as Goverament bonds, bank notes, 
and other obligations of great value, as well as 
railroad tickets, where the signature of the ofti- 
cer which makea them binding and effectual is 
impressed tpon them by means of a plate or 
other device representing his genuine signature. 
It would asiso exclude trom its definition all 
puch instruwents charged as forgeri6a where 
the sunilitude of the signer’s name is produced 
by a plate used by the forger. It can hardly be 
possible that these are not forgeries within the 
detinition of the common law, andif they are 
they show that it is not necessary that the name 
which appears upon the faiseinatrument shall be 
placed thereon by means of a pen or by the 
actual writing of It in script; but that the crime 
may be committed as effectively if it is done by 
an engraved plate or type, #0 arranged as to 
represent or forge the name, us if made by the 
actual use of a pen. It 1s difficult to perceive 
how the question as to whether the forgery was 
sommitted by printing or by stamping or with 
ap engraved plate or by writing with a pen 
ean change the nature of the crime charged. 
We are of opinion that the decision of Coumis- 
sioner Lyman committing the prisoner to the 
eustody of the Marshal to await the requisiiion 
ot the Mexican Government was justitied, and 
the judgment of the Circuit Court dismissing 
the writ of habeas corpus is accordingly af- 
firmed.” Opinion by Justice Miller, 

The court also rendered an opinion denying 
the application of Coy and Bernhamer for a writ 
of habeas corpus. ‘These cases are beiterknown 
as the Indiana tally sheet election fraud cases, 
and grew outof frauds alleged to have been 
committed in Marion County, Ind, in the elec- 
tion last November. Coy and Bernhamer were 
convicted of complicity in the frauds, and the 
Jatter is now serving outa teria ef 15 montha in 
the Micaigan City Penitentiary, while Coy 
is coutined in the Marion Couuty Jail, being too 
sick to be removed to the penitentiary. Re- 
cently. however, Kernhamer has been taken 
from the penitentiary and brought to Indian- 
apolis to testify 1n cases brought against scv- 
eral other election officers. It was contended on 
bebalf of the prisoners that the Federal court 
had no jurisdiction to. try them, as the alleged 
election frauds concerned only the county ticket 
and did not affect the Congressional election. 
Opinion by Justice Miller, Justice Wield disseut- 
ing. 

An opinion was also rendsred in case No, 274, 
Edward Leloup, plaintiffinerror against The Port 
o? Mobile. In error to the Supreme Court of 
Alabama. his was an action brought against 
Leloup. who is agent of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, to recover @ penalty of #5 im- 
posed on him for refusing to obey a municipal 
ordinance of the Mobile Police Bord, providiny 
that a license tax of $225 per yeur shell be vaid 
by alltelegraph companies. The company re- 
sisted the -payment of this tax ontho ground 
thst the railroads over witich its lives ran were 
public highways by the actof July 24. 1968,

decision an appeal was taken to this court, 
This court saya that the question is squarely 
presented whether a State, as a condition of 
doing business within its jurisdiction, may 
exact a license tax froma telegraph company, 
a large partef whose businessis the transmis- 
sion of messages from one State to another. 
Cun a Staite prohibit such # company from 
doing business within its jurisdiction unless it 
will pay atax and prooure a license for the 
privilege? If, it asks, it can, it can exclude such 
companies and prohibit the transaction of such 
business altogether. The court isnot prepared to 
say that this can be done. The Court says that 
it has decided that communication by telegraph 
is commerce, and therefore free from the control 
of State regulations, except those of a police 
character. In the case of the Western Union 
against the State of Texas, it was decided that 
State laws are unconstitutional which tax mes- 
gages sent between different States. In the 
present case itis true the taxis not laid upon 
individual messagea, but is laid on the ocoupa- 
tion. A tax on the occupation, however, is 
really a tax on the business, and this court 
says that the case is parallel with other cases 
in which the tax has been declared to be uncon- 
stifutional. Asto the caseon which the court 
below relied, namely, that the Supreme Court 
had held in 1872 thata tax on express compa- 
nies Was not unconstitntional, the court says: 
“In view of the course of decisions which 
have been made since that time it is 
very certain that such an ordinance 
wonld now be regarded as repugnant 
to the power conferred upon Congress to regu- 
late commerce among the several States.” After 
@ review of decisions of the earlier Justices the 
court sums upits opinion as follows: ‘Such a 
construction of the Constitution leads to the con- 
clusion that no State has the right tolay a tax 
ominter-State commerce in any form, whether 
by way of duties laid on the transportation of 
the subjects of that commerce or on the receipts 
derived from that transportation or on the occu- 
pation or business of earrying it on, and the 
reason is that such taxation is a burden on 
that commerce and amounts to a regulation 
of it, which belongs solely to Congress, We 
Muy repeat what we have so often said before, 
that this exemption of inter-State and foreign 
commerce from State regulation does not pre- 
vent the State from taxing the property of those 
engaged in such commerce as the property of 
other citizens is taxed, nor from reguiating mat- 
ters of local concern which may incidentally 
affect commerce, such as wharfage, pilotage, 
andthe like. The judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama is accordingly reversed.” 
Opinion by Justice Bradley. 

The court alao rendered a decision in case No. 
1,360, Frank Ratterman, Treasurer of Hawilton 
County, Ohio, appellant, against the Western 
Union Telegraph Companys, and case No.1,361,the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, appellant, 
against Ratterman. In these cases, coming up 
ou cross appeals from the decree of the Circuit 
Ceurt for the Southern District of Ohio, West- 
ern Division, the suit was begun by a bill of 
complaint filled by the Western Union Compauy 
seeking to be relicyea froin a tax imposed 
by the county upon the gross receipts 
er’ messages in the county, alleging the 
tax to be illegal and void, as these receipts 
pertained to commerce botween the States. The 
court answers the question in regard to which 
the Judges ef the Circuit Court divided in opin- 
ion by saying thata single tax assessed under 
the Revised Statutes of Ohio upon the receipts 
of a telegraph company, which were derived 
partly from inter-State commerce and partly 
trom commerce within the State, but which 
Were returned and assessed in gress and with- 
ont separation, is not wholly invalid, butis in- 
valid only in proportion to the extent that such 
receipts were derived from inter-State com- 
merce. The decision of the Circuit Court is af- 
firmed. Opinion by Justice Miller. 

A decision was alsoannounced in case No. 267, 
Villiam H. Robertson, Collector, vs. R. F. 
Downing et al.—In error to the Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New-York.—One iin- 
portant question of interest to importers gen- 
erally determined in this case was whether, 
under the statutes, charges for trane- 
portation of goods imported from one 
which on their passage may 
pass through another country, should 
be added to theinvoice of the articles to make 
their dutiable value. It had been the custom 
of the Treasury Department previous to this 
case to hoe that tbe transportation charges 
within the country in which the goods were pro- 
duced should alone be added to the cost of the 
goods in determining their dutiable value. 
That is, if goods were made in Switzerland 
and sent to Antwerp for export to this 
country no addition should .be made to 
their dutiable value except the cost of 
transportation within Switzerland. This court 
says that this practice is a sound one, and places 
articles which are the growth, product, or man- 
ufacture of countries wbose ports of easy ship- 
ment are found in other countries through 
which ths goods must be shipped on an equality 
with the products of those countries which have 
convenient ports of shipment. Judgmeni af- 
firmed. Opinion by Justice Field. 

No. 265.—The Providence and Stonington 
Steamship Company, plaintiff in error, va. Al- 
mira R. Clare, Administratrix, &c.—In error to 
the Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New-York.—Judgment reversed, with costa, and 
cause remanded with a direction to award a new 
trial.—Opinion by Justice Blatchford.

THE COLORED EPISCOPAL COHURCA. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 14.—St. Mark’s 
Colored Episcopal Church, Charleston, has de- 
termined to maintain an independent position. 
At a recent meeting of the congregation resolu- 
tions were adupted expressing gratification that 
after 13 years of patientefforts the constitution 
al rights of St. Mark’s had been recognized by 
the Diocesau Convention in admitting the Rev. 
J. H. M. Pollard, its colored rainister, to mem- 
bership in the Convention without question or 
objection, andin acknowledging that the Con- 
vention had no right to enforce its legislation 
on any parish not in union with the Con- 
vention. In view of these things the congre- 
gation resolved: ‘That inasmuch as the Con- 
vention is not the church we deem it vest to 
muaintaiz an entirely independent position 
toward the Convention, this diocese claiming 
and asking no recognition from it as a parish, 
but holding our union in the charch by our alle- 
giance only to the bishop of the diocese under 
the canons and cousiitution of the General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States, without reference to the Dio- 
cesan Convention of South Carolina or its 
laws.”’ St. Mark’s referred its action io Bishop 
Howe, asking whether it shail be able to con- 
tinue in this independent position and remain 
as a recognized part of the Episcopal 
Church, and whetber he will extend to 
it his episcopal ministration and adminis- 
tration. In reply to the resolution Bishop 
Howe assured St. Mark’s that 1t can remain a 
evparate and independent congregation, having 
no conciliar Connection with other congregs- 
tions, and still receive episcopal services and 
be a part of the diucese. Ho advises, however, 
that St. Mark’s unite in Convention with 
other colored congregations in the diovese, as by 
such conventional asssociation it could best pur- 
sue its misslonury work ameng the colored peo- 
ple. Bishop Howe suggests tiat the colored 
parishes meet in October to consider the gques- 
tion of the organization of & separate Couven- 
tion. St. Mark's last night determined, how-: 
ever, despite the Bishop's susgestions, tu rmoain- 
tain itsindependence of the Diocesan Convention 
and of other colored congregations with the res- 
ervation that “ifit becomes impracticable to 
carry on the work as an independent parish im- 
mediate steps Will be taken to meet the emerg- 
eucy.”

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WAS HE A SPIRITUALIST 


WILLIAM H. LIVINGSTON’S WILL 
CONTESTED AT NEWARK. 
ALLEGING THAT HE WAS A TOPER, A 
MORPHINE EATER, AND A VICTIM 

OF ARTFUL DELUSION. 


The contest over the will of William H. 
Livingston, who died suddonly on the street in 


this city of apoplexy last February, is causing a 


sensation in Newark. Mr. Livingston’s cntire 
estate, valued at $100,000, was bequeathed in 
trust to his daughter, Lillian Belle, who, upon 
reaching the age of 25 years, was to come into 
possession of the fortune. Inthe meantime her 
grandmother, Mr. Livingston’s. mother-in-law, 
was to receive the interest onthe property, and 
it was provided that, after the daughter assumed - 
Possession, she should give a bond for the 
proper care of her grandmother during her 
natural life. These were the only provisions of 
the testament, all of the other natural heirs be- 
ing disinherited. 

‘the will is contested by the testator’s sister, 
Mis. Mary If. Middleditch, and two nephews 
and seven nieces, all named Livingston, on the 


ground of undue influence by allesed spiritual 
manifestations, and becaus» Mr. Livingston was 
of unsound mind through the excessive use of 
alcoholic lhquors and worphine, The Trustees 
of the will are William Pierre Williams and Mrs, 
Mary Cecile Williams, the latter being the tes- 
tator’s mother-in-law. Ajlof the property in- 
volved is situated in New-York City. 

At last week's sessions of tbe Orphans’ Court, 
in Newark, testimony was offerea to show tbat 
Mr. Livingston hadi attended Sptritualistic 
séances in New-York City, at which the ma- 
terialized form of his wite had appeared to him 
to urge upon him that he should make provision 
for his wite’s mother. At the session of 
the court yesterday before Judge Kirk- 
patrick, the first witness called was Dr. 
Walter S. Brurierre, who attended My. 
Livingston in July. 1887, and also just 
prior to his death. When tirat called 
he found his patient suffering froin alcoholic 
and morphia excesses. My. Livingston ackuowl- 
edged tothe doctor having taken as much as 
from 60 to §0 grains of morphine a day. The 
witness added: “If aman is violently insane 
from the use of whisky he can take as much as 
180 grains of morphia a day without injury. 
Livingston was undoubtedly of unsound mind, 
rendered so by his excesses. His mind was in 
just the condition to reuder him susceptible to 
belief in spirits and other halincinations.” 

rhe testirnony of this witness created some- 
thing of a sensation as adding great weight tu 
the evidence previously. adduced, to the effect 
that the testator had been 1n the habit of visit- 
ing a medium named Mrs. M, EL. Williams, at 
whose sdances the materialized form of Mrs. 
Livingston, as alleged, had appeared, There 
were not more than tifty spectators in the court 
room, but these were evidently skeptics, for 
they nodded and smiled significantly at this 
point. 3 

Michael F. Johnson, with whom Mr. and Mra. 
Livingston boarded on Twenty-tourth-street in 
1882 and 1884, testified that Mr. Livingston 
was frequently in such a condition that his wife 
would have tointerfere to prevent him from 
thrusting his hands into the soup tureen at the 
table. Whether drunk or sober, he was unable 
to feed himseif, as wu rule, and had to be careful- 
ly attended by his wife. Mr, Livingston, the 
witness said, was unabie to transact his own 
busineas, which was cared for by his wife. 

James L. Bright, in whose oftice on Broadway, 
New-York, Livingston occupied desk room, said 
that after Mrs. Livingston’s death, and even be- 
fore, Mr. Livingston acted peculiariy, and the 
witness judged from what the testator said that 
he was @ Spiritualist. On one occasion when 
Mr. Livingston came to the office he told the 
witness of his wife's death. and produced a slate 
wrapped in brown paper. On the siate was 
written an alleged communication from his 
wife, from which, Mr. Livingston said, he de- 
rived great consolation. The writing was to the 
effect that Mre. Livingston was very happy in 
the spirit world, and hoped that he would take 
good care of her mother. This wae signed 
* Pinkey,” the pet nameby which Mr. Livingston 
wasinthe habit of addressing his wife. Mr. 
Livingston endeavored to induce the witness 
and others to attend séances with him in 
order that they might receive communications 
from those of their friends or relations who had 
died long years ago. 

Robert Copp of New-York also testified to hav- 
ing seen Mr. Livingston exhibit the alleged 
spirit communications. Mr. Livingston had told 
the witness that he had taken his wother-in- 
law, Mrs. Williams, to a séance at ‘vhich his 
wife, in materialized form, had appeared and 
besought him to **take good care of Lillian and 
her grandma.” In the witness's opinion Livy- 
ingsten was afirm believer in Spiritualism. His 
memory was very bad, and in discussing busi- 
ness matters witness waa often obliged to ex- 
plain simple matters over and over again. 

Robert E. Livingston, @& nephew of thé de- 
éeased, also testriied that Mr. Livingston was in- 
capabie of transacting his own business. 

At this point Francis E. Marsh, cgunsel for the 
contestants, asked for further delay, as be had 
several more witnesses to call, but this was op- 
posed by ex-Judge J. Frank Fort, who appeared 
for the legatees. The prosecution then rested 
and witnesses were called in support of the will. 
Yhe first was Miss Adelaide J. Gordon of 352 
West Twenty-eighth-satreet, New-York, uspinater 
of some 50 years of age, who said that Mr. Liv- 
Ingston was a perfect gentleman in every re- 
spect, did not believe in Spiritualism, and had 
told the witness so. She had never seen him 
under the influence of either liquor or morphine 
or beard him called a perfect sot or that he was 
once confined in an asylum. She had no doubt 
that the ouly influence Mrs. Williams had had 
over her son-in-law was through kindness.

DEATH OF DR. JAMES DUNCAN WILSON. 

The Rey. Dr. James Duncan Wilson died 
early Monday morning at his residence on West 
Fifty-seventh-street, in his 52d year. A wife 
and two sons and two daughters survive him. 
He had been afilicted with a bowel trouble for 
some five years back, and last September was 
compelled to relinquish his parochial duties. 


He received special treatment for his disease 
since last Fall, but no seriona results were ap- 
prehended until a few days previous to his 
death. Sunday morning he peuned a few lines 
to his congregation and in the afternoon gave 
his parting directions calmiy and peacefully. 

Dr. Wilson was born at Spring Mills, Penn., in 
1836. Ue graduated at Amherst College in his 
twenty-second year, and soon afterward en- 
tered the Union Theological Seminary, He took 
the pastorate of the Sprinz-Btreet Presbyterian 
Church in 1863, and five years later took charge 
of the Centrul Presbyterian Church on Fifty- 
seventh-street, of which he was Pastor up to the 
date of his death. Hewas a Trustee of Amherst 
College, a@ Director of tho Union Theological 
Seminary, and a member of the New-York Pres- 
bytery and Chi Aipha Seciety. Dr. Wilson had 
been Pastor of the Central Presbyterian Church 
19 years, his being the longest pastorate—savo 
one—oft anc New-York Presbyterian clergyman. 
The funeral will take place in that chureh this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. Intermeut at Lewisburg, 
Penn., to-morrow morning.

streets, [ suggest that procecdings shall be taken 
in the courts to compel the electric light companies 
to comply with the notice which has been served 
upon them by the Subway Commission. * * * I have 
tlone all in my power to urge on the construction of 
the subways in order that the trausfer might be 
made to a very considerablo extent before the close 
of the present year.” .

AFTER MK. STEWART’S DEATH. 


MR. DENNING TELLING ABOUT THE AC- 
COUNTS AND MRS. STEWART. 

E. J. Denning, the dry goods merchant, 
occupied the witness stand in Surrogate Ran- 
som’s court for several hours yesterday, and 
contributed many folios of testimony to tho 
Stewart will case. Joseph H. Choate cross- 
examined Mr. Denning at greatlength. He said 
that the last codicil of Mrs. Stewart's will was 
the only document he had ever witnessed for 
her. He never witnessed any papers for Mr. 
Stewart. 

Regarding the extent of the business done by 
A. T. Stewart & Co. In the retail department, 
Mr. Denning said the gross amountof the annual 
sales was between $9,000,000 and $10,000,000, 


or between $30,000 and $40,000 a day. The 
largest amount for any one month was about 
$1,000,000. The sales for 1873 might have been 
$11,292,000, and for 1874 $12,054,794. Tho 
pay roll for 1875 amounted to about $1,500,000, 
The attention of Mr. Denning was called to the 
seal attached to the last codicil of the will, and 
he explained that it was the Stewart coat of 
arms, 

After the death of Mr. Stewart, he said, the 
firm of E. J. Denning & Co. and Greweock, Syl- 
vester & Hilton divided the building between 
them ona seven years’ lease, from November, 
1882, which, he believed, was given by Mrs. 
Stewart herself. The rent has been paid, with a 
slight emodification made since Mrs. Stewart's 
death. Tne rent was $75,000 the first year and 
$125,000 the last year, with @ yearly advance 
during the interim. After Mr. Stewart’s death 
the business began to decline and went gradu- 
ally into liquidation. The witness did not know 
any specitic reason for it, 

* You were so familiar with Mrs. Stewart, Mr. 
Denning,” said Mr. Choate, “that you can doubt- 
less tell us her age at the time sne died.” 

“All LI know is that they say she was 82 
years,” replied Mr. Deoning.

“T really don’t know.” 

‘*Now, Mr. Denning,”’ persisted the lawyer, 
“ what did you understand her age to be when 
she died; you had been personally familiar and 
acquainted with her 26 years, you say ?” 

“ Tnever considered Mrs. Stewart’s age, Sir. 
She never looked her age anyway. She was 
very youthful. She was deceptive looking about 
her age, I think.” 

Mr. Choate’s persistence was not rewarded, 
and the point about Mrs. Stewart’s age was left 
unsettled. . 

Mra. Stewart. Mr. Denning said, often con- 
versed about the Garden City Cathedral, the 
Bishop’s house, the school, and about her life at 
Saratoga. She spoke of the pleasure and fun 
she had there; about the garden parties in whtoh 
she participated. She expressed great sym- 
pathy with Mrs. Grant and spoke of the Gen- 
eral’s visit to Saratoga. Her style of descrip- 
tion was epigrammatic. Mre. Stewart was of a 
retiring nature, and objected to anybody di- 
recting attention to her at the store. In making 
purchases she relied entirely on her own judg- 
ment. She spoke of Mrs. Hilton alwaysin the 
mnost affectionate way. . 

Henry G. Hilton, the son of Judge Hilton, 
testified that he believed Mrs. Stewart was of 
perfectly sound mind until within a few days 
before her death. He lived at 1 West Thirty- 
fourth-street, and the house belonged tothe 
Stewart estate. He had livedin Paris part of 
the time. He had hadtwo leases of the house 
from Mra. Stewart, each for thres years. The 
first lease was at $4,500 and the second at 
$5,000 per year. Judge Hilton paid the rent. 
The witness oocupies in part the stable of Mra, 
Stewart at 18 East Thirty-fourth-street. He 
held no lease and paid nothing to the estate. 
He had occapied it since a few months after 
Mrs. Stewart's death. The witness was a tenant 
under sufferance from his father. He did not 
know that Juige Hilton paid any rent to the 
estate. ¥ 

The case was adjourned at 4 o’clock until this 
morning. 

Amotion was made by Elihu Root, before 
Judge O’Brien, in the Supreme Court, yesterday 
afternoon, in the suit of Sarah N. Smith against 
Judge Hilton and the other principal legatees 
under the will of Mrs. Stewart. Mr. Root stated 
that the suit brought by Mrs. Smith, a sister of 
Charles J. Clinch, was to set aside the deed of 
transfer to Judge Hilton and to have the deeds 
declared void upon the ground of fraud; also to 
have the Executors removed, compel Judge 
Hilton to render an accounting, and for the ap- 
pointinent of a Receiver. In thetr answers the 
other legatees have made a complaint against 
Judge Hilton, and Mr. Root wanted certain 
allegations stricken out, as he would be forced 
to contend against four or five complaints in- 
stead of one. Judge O’Brien said be would hear 
arguments Saturday. 
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LRAINMEN. 


DISCONTENT OF 


WHICH MAY CAUSE A STRIKE ON THE 
SIXTH-AVENUE ELEVATED. 

Ever since the advent of J. D. Campbell 
as Superintendent of the Sixth-avenue elevated 
railway the employes of that line say that 
discontent among them has been cofistant- 
ly on the increase. There is more or less coimn- 
plaint among all the employes as to the man- 
nerin which they are treated by the road, but 
it is among the trainmen that dissatisfaction has 
reached the point where it bids fair to result in 
a formal demand for a betterment of their con- 
dition, backed by an organized determination to 


‘quit work in case the demand is not acceded to. 


When the late Supermtcndent Goundie re- 
signed his position to assume the muuagement 
of the Kings County Elevated Railway the men 
hoped that the new Superintendent would 
remedy some of the evils of which they com- 
plained. Instead of that, the men allege, mat- 
ters grew worse for them, Mr. Campbell appar- 
ently ignoring entirely their interests in his zeal 
to benelit the company. Tueir hours of work 
were lucreased, Of this, however, tbey say, they 
would not complain were the longer working 
hours accompanied by increased pay, but 
they were not. ‘ihe schedule, it 18 complained, 
has been so altered that the lowest time niade 
bow 1s ten hours, and in many cases much more, 
Under the management of Goundie, to whom the 
men claimed no strong attachment, they had to 
work only nine hdursa day, andsome of them even 
less. Formerly each crew was allowed 11 min- 
utés’ rest at the Fifty-cighth-street terminus 
and the same at Harlem and South Ferry. This, 
they aay, they have been deprived of, and this 
is the principal cause of their dissatisfaction. 

A TIMES reporter spoke with several train- 
mien on the subject and learned that the feeling 
of discontent was pot only general, but that the 
common tendency was to take sowe action look- 
lng to a redress of their alleced grievances. The 
trainmen are as yet but imperfectly organized, 
but the leaders of the movement in behalf of the 
men are said to be hard at work getting the men 
into line. Some of the tralumen, however, doe- 
nied that any organized effort was contemplated, 
although the rebellious sentiment was pretty 
general. 

At the office of the Manhattan Elevated Road 
no one could be found who had even thought of? 
there being any cause for dissatisfaction among 
the employes. 
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CRUSHED HIS CHILD TO DEATH. 
Nicolas John Hassler,;an immigrant child, 
11 week old, was crushed to death yesterday at 
1 Batrery-place by his father, who sat oa him 
by mistake. Jobu Hassler, with his wife asd 
three children, arrived here on the steamer Sor- 
rento and landed at Castle Garden yesterday 


morning. An agent took the family to the 
otfice at 1 Battery-place, where the father 
purchased tickets tur San Francisco. 
Mrs. Uassler sat on a bench, on which 
sho laid the infant Nicolas, wrapped 
up in a bianket. Hassler, who is a stoutly- 
built young man of 26, feltsomewhat tired, and 
went to the bench for the purpose of taking a 
rest. He saw the blanket in which Nicholas was 
wrapped, but he did not see the infant, and, 
thinking that the blanket would make a good 
seat, hesat down onit. He discovered his mis- 
tuke, but not until after bis whole weight had 
rested ob the infant and had crushed its life out. 

He was arrested and was arraigned before 
Coreser Eidinan, who held the inquest in the 
cuse yesterday afternoon. Hassler acknowl- 
edged that he knew that the infant was 
wrapped in a blanket, but said that his wife had 
several of thess blankets with ber, He was ac- 
guitted on the ground that he had sation the 
child by accident.

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NO LOGROLLING WANTED 


THE CONFERENCE AND THE 
KLECIUON OF BISHOPS. 

AN ATTEMPT TO GET RID OF COMBI- 
NATIONS AND A CHALLENGE WHICH 
WAS NOT ACCEPTED. 


If it had not been for the sudden and un- 
expected interjection by the Rev. Dr. W. H. 
Hunter of the Illinois Conference of an exceed- 
ingly lively topic into the midst of some very 
tame proceedings yesterday morning’s. session 
of the Methodist General Conference would have 
been the dullest thus far of the series. The roll 
of Conferences was being called and resolutions: 
and memorials of the veriest routine type were 
being slowly presented when Dr. Hunter, under 
& suspension of the rules, offered the following: 


Whereas, The General Conference has ordered the 
Committee on Episcopacy to provide an order for 
the eleecion of General Conference officers; and 

Whereas, The election of suitable and competent 
men to the high office of Bishop, involving as that 
oftice does responsibilities so far-reaching and 


weighty, is a matter of the gravest and most serious 
concern; therefore, 


Resolved, That the Committee on Episcopacy be 
instructed to so arrange the order of election as to 
provide for the balloting for but one candidate ata 
time until the requisite number be elected. 

Dr. Hunter supported the resolution in a 
speech which fully explained its aim and at 
once raised the Conference toa high pitch of 
excitement. He amplified with much eloquence 
the sentiment expressed In the second preamble, 


and then weptinto an explanation of the reso- 
lution, which he plumply intimated was in- 
tended to put a stop to the logroiling 
which has been going on among the candidates 
for the vacant Bishoprics and their friends. “ I 
object.” he said, “ to candidates setting up pea- 
but standsin and abeut the corridors of this 
Con‘erence [laughter] ‘because I consider it op- 
posed to the true spirit of Methodism.” He 
was, and he hoped the Conference was, prepared 
to ait down upon all Combinations. It was the 
duty of all its members to do all in their power 
to keep down this unseemiy feature of the 
great church gathering. He did not cure from 
what part of the couatry the sence came, as 
long as they were the best men for the high 
offices to which they were elected. [Appiause. } 

Dr. Olin thought that no combinations were 
going on, and it pained him exceedingly to hear 
sucha thing charged. For his part, ne would 
not bave anything to do with such. It had been 
charged in Philadelphia in 1884 that such kind 
of work Was guing on, but it had never been 
proved. 

Delegate George W. Gue said that his heart 
also had been pained by what had been said 
with regard to cliques and combinations. He 
did not think that any member of the Confer- 
ence would stoop so low as to ask other mem- 
bers to vote for him. ‘Tie men on the floor were 
too honorable to do so. 

br. Smart of Michigan had not suffered to any 
great extent, and wus not overloaded with vir- 
tuous indignation when he arose and,: with 
amusing directness, told what he knew about 
episcopal eiectioneering. ‘I never was in a 
General Conference,” he said, “that this sort of 
thing has not been going on. [{Laughter.} I 
have been approached at this Conference—and I 
am not gotng to give the names of those who 
approached me—by delegates asking me to vote 
for certain candidates. ‘If you'll vote itor So- 
and-So I'll vote fur So-and-So is the way they 
putit. They think my man is a good one, and 
they know theirs is, (hengnter, | and so they pro- 
ges to join teams. Thatis what I understand 

8 méant by combinations, and any one who 
don’t know that this 1s going on don’t know any- 
thing about this Conference. I believe that 
electing the Bishops oue by one will do much to 
break up the rings.” 

Dr. Hunter said that he was ready to answer 
any charge of slander that wight be brought 
against him. 

Dr. Wheeler was also of the opinion that com- 
bination was the order of the day in the elec- 
tioneering for Bishops at the Conference. ‘I 
could say some very painful things,” he went on. 

“Say them,” was called out by several voices. 

“No TI will not,” Dr. Wheeler ans wereil, 

A volly of shouts, ‘* Yes, say them!” went up 
from all parts of the Conference. 

The bold challenge was met boldly. Dr. 
Wheeler's face flushed, and there was a very 
business-like ring in lis voiee as he asked: 
“Well, do you want them?’ Cries of “ Yes!” 
and **No!” were beard in answer, 

**Lam not to be bluffed,”” Dr. Wheeler went on, 
“and will not be. Ifyou want to hear them [ 
can speuk.” He hesitated afew moments for 
the word to tell what he knew about combina- 
tions, but there were no more shouters, and he 
went on to say that the suspicion undoubtedly 
lived in the mind of the church that such prac- 
tices were in vogue, bot only in the General 
Conference, but in the church at large; not only 
in the ministry. butinthe laity. Wherever such 
suspicion found @ resting place it subtracted 
from the respect of those suspected. It was 
necessary to resort te some method to protect 
the church against such machinations, so that 
there might be placed at the head of the church 
men free froin suspicion of having reache! the 
high position by arrangements of a doubtful 
character. He favored the idea of having the 
Bishops eleeted by a two-thirds instead of a 
bare majority. . 

An amendment, substitute, and an amende 
substitute were submitted to the Conference 
and rejected and so, finally, was the original 
resolution. Dr. Huntington tried to secure a 
suspenusio: Of the rules in order to move thatthe 
Bisuops be hereafter elected by a two-thirds 
yous buc the Conference denied him the privi- 

exe. 

Among resolutions referred to appropriate 
committees were ope requesting the Committee 
on Episecopacy to report this morning their 
action on tbe resolutiou making the Bishops 
elected for a term of eigbt years; another grant 
ing women licenses to preach, aud another in- 
dorsing the Blair Educational bill now pending 
in Congress. Bishop Andrews nominated J. M. 
Phillips, Sanford Hunt, J. W. Reid, C. C. MeCabe 
and C, B, I'isk a committee on iaying the corner- 
stone of the new missionary buildings, The 
Committee on Book Coucern Was constituted 
an authorized body to make preparations tor 
tl® proper celebration of the Book Conceru’s 
centenniel, which will occur next year. 

PRES RES L ST anal, 
HE 18S NO LONGER BOSS. 

The contest botween the Horton and 
Nelson factions as to who shonkd be the Town 
Committeeman from the town of Cortlandt, 
Westchester County, has not yet been settied. 
When the inembersa of the Democratic County 
Committee, composed of one member from euch 
town in the county, met at Whito Plains reeent- 
ly there were two claimiug the right to repre- 
sent the town of Cortlandt—George V. B. Frost 
and Henry H. Lane—the former representing 


the ex-Senator Henry C. Nelson faction and 
the latter the ex-Sherifft Stephen D. Hor- 
ton adherents. In order to settle the dif- 
fieulty ihe County Committee ordered a new 
primary election to be beld in Peeksxill 
last Saturday night to elect a County Com- 
luitteeman.
